PRAISE OF 5TH DIVISION. 


The 5th Division of the Regular Army, Major Gen 
Hanson E. Ely commanding, on duty with the AEF. 
has received a letter of high praise from General Per. 
shing for its battle work and general efficiency. The 
letter is published with great pleasure by General Bly 
in G.O. 11, 5th Division, A-E.F., dated May 5, 1919. 

The letter from General Pershing, which is dated 


France, April 30, 1919, and is issued from the office of 
the Commander-in-Chief of the A.E.F. says, in part: 

My dear General Ely: It is a pleasant duty for me to con 
gratulate you and through you the officers and men of the 5th 
Division on the inspection and review held at Esch on April 30. 
The smart appearance of all ranks as well as the fine shape in 
which I found your horse transport are signs of the high morale 
which permeates your division and the individual pride which 
each man takes in your splendid fighting record. Arriving in 
England toward the end of April, 1918, it was sent at once to 
the area near Bar-sur-Aube for training, and later to the quiet 
Anould sector on the Vosges front. Toward the end of August 
the division joined the 1st Army, and on Sept. 11 it played its 
part in the successful St. Mihiel offensive. The attack was 
continued until Sept. 14, during which time severe fighting 
was had in the Bois-de-Bonvaux and the Bois-de-Grand 
Fontaine, which will always be names to be remembered by the 
division. Relieved from the line on Sept. 16, after a total 
advance of about seven kilometers, the division rested unti) 
Oct. 12, when it was thrown into the Meuse-Argonne offensive 
It remained in this attack for ten days under constant machine 
gun and heavy artillery fire from the eastern heights of the 
Meuse, capturing the Bois-de-la-Pultiere and the Bois-des 
Rappes. On Oct. 23 the division was relieved from the battle 
Four days later it returned to the attack, remaining in the 
battle until the cessation of hostilities on Nov. 11. During 
this time it captured, among other places. Aincreville, Mouzay 
and Vilosnes, advancing 21 kilometers into the enemy's line 
The feat of arms, however, which marks especially the division's 
ability as a fighting unit, was the crossing of the Meuse River 
and the establishment of a bridgehead on the eastern bank 
This operation was one of the most brilliant military feats in 
the history of the American Army in France. Since the 
armistice the division has formed a portion of the Army of 
Occupation, and in its conduct under difficult conditions there 
I take especial pride. Sincerely yours,

88TH DIVISION, U.S. ARMY. 


The 88th Division, U.S.A., Major Gen. William 
Weigel, when at Gondrecourt area, France, was re- 
viewed on April 28 by Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., 
with Secretary of War Baker and others of his party. 
The division was formed in line of masses across the 
drill field, and as General Pershing passed between the 
lines he stopped here and there to comment upon the 
appearance and bearing of occasional men in the ranks. 
At the conclusion of the inspection General Pershing 
in complimenting General Weigel upon the general ex- 
eellent eauipment and bearing of the division, said: 
“The soldierly bearing. military precision and excellent 
physical appearance of the men, as well as the remark- 
able condition of all equipment. marks your division as 
one of the best. You have maintained very high stand- 
ard indeed. I wish to thank the officers and men of 
the 88th Division for the manner in which they bore 
their share of the burden of the war. When you get 
home the American people will again thank you.” 

Impressive ceremonies, preceding the inspection, at- 
tended the presentation of awards and decorations. The 
Commander-in-Chief presented Major General Weigel 
with the Croix de Guerre with palm and the Distin- 
guished Service Medal. awarded him for meritorious ser- 
vice on the Vesle with the 28th Division. Lieut. Col 
Charles I. Wyman, division signal officer, was decorated 
with the Croix de Guerre with star for distinguished 
services as chief of the telegraphic corps of the 91st Di- 
vision during the advance on the Lys. Following these 
presentations General Pershing decorated the colors of 
the 349th, 350th. 351st and 352d Infantry regiments, 
the 313th Engineers. 313th Signal Battalion, the 337th, 
338th and 339th Machine Gun Battalions for their ser- 
vice in Alsace. 

The 88th Division has since arrived in the United 
States and has been demobilized at Camp Dodge, Iowa. 
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HISTORY OF 38TH INFANTRY, U.S.A. 


“The Story of the 38th,” compiled by Ist Lieut. C. BE. 
Lovejoy, of the 38th Infantry, of the Regular Army, 
published at Miedermending, Rhineland Province, Ger- 
many, Feb. 4. 1919, where the regiment was on duty at 
that time, is an excellent record of the duty of that com- 
mand during the present war and shows clearly the 
heroic work and the brilliant fighting the organization 
engaged in. The French army citation was given the 
38th in conjunction with the award of the Croix de 
Guerre with palm to the regimental colors. 

The 38th has been well referred to as “the Rock of 
the Marne,” where the defeat of the German forces on 
July 15 was largely due to its heroic work as was offi- 
cially testified to by General Pershing in his report on 
the operations of the Army of the United States. The 
author does not claim that the 38th won the war, but 
every effort has been made to describe truthfully the 
battles, actions and engagements named in the story 
and due credit is accorded to the organizations who 
fought alongside and in support of the 38th. 

Major Gen. J. T. Dickman. commanding the Army 
of Occupation. Brig. Gen. O. EF. Hunt, 6th Brigade. 3d 
Division. Brig. Gen. U. G. McAlexander, commanding 
the 180th Brigade. 90th Division, Brig. Gen. J. C. Cast- 
ner, 9th Brigade. 5th Division, and Col. F. H. Adams. 
38th Inf., write the forewords in the story. General 
Dickman, in concluding his foreword says, “One of the 
brightest pages in the history of the American Fxpedi- 
tionary Force was written July 15, 1918, by the 38th 
Infantry, and no soldier can have a prouder title than 
ability to state that he fought with the 38th Infantry in 
the defense of the Marne.” 

The organization of the 38th Infantry began at Svyra- 
cuse, N.Y., June 1, 1917, under orders from the War 
Department, when a number of officers and men were 
transferred from the 30th U.S. Infantry then com- 
manded by Col. A. P. Buffington. The first officer to 
actually command the 38th during the process of its or- 
ganization was Capt. Deshler Whiting. 

The story of the 38th deals with its hardships and 
sufferings at Camp Greene, N.C., where many deaths 
occurred from pneumonia and influenza, and also to the 
fact that many of the new men were unable physically 
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to stand the living conditions with rain, snow and bitter 
cold. ‘The story tells ot the embarkation north again 
to Camp Merritt, its trip over the ocean and its arrival 
in France, its preparation for battle in the training 
area. Part of the regiment sailed from New York, and 
the 1st Battalion via Halifax on the British steamer 
Corsican. 

The detailed account of the battles, engagements, etc., 
are given, and finally its march into Germany with the 
Army of Occupation, and a complete list of its casualties, 
These resulted in a total of 731 killed and missing for 
the regiment and the total number of casualties was 
2,917. The story gives a list of the officers and men 
killed, wounded and missing with their home addresses 
and statistics in detail of the casualties. 

The story is given in a book of 214 pages, which also 
includes maps of the operations the regiment engaged in 
in France.

SERVICE OF THE 12TH CAVALRY. 

The 12th Cavalry, Col. George W. Biegler command- 
ing, with only two squadrons present, stationed at 
Columbus and Hachita, N. Mex. (the other squadron 
being at Panama), subscribed $83,750 to the Victory 
Liberty Loan. The average amount per man was $93.58, 
there being 895 men present. The spirit that pervades 
the regiment is indicated by a memorandum from Colo- 
nel Biegler, who said: “I desire to express to the offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the 12th my appreciation of 
their patriotism, good citizenship, esprit de corps, and 
good business sense as evidenced by the large amount of 
Victory Loan bonds subscribed for by them. The total 
by the entire El Paso District was $223,100. The 
amount subscribed by the 12th Cavalry, the smallest 
line organization in the district, was $83,750, more than 
one-third of the total amount. I am convinced that in 
this, as well as in other things, the 12th Cavalry leads— 
others follow.” Lieut. P. L. A. Dye was Victory Loan 
ofticer at Columbus, and Lieut. J. F. Leighner at 
Hachita, N. Mex. 

“The regiment,” writes a correspondent of the 12th, 
“has been on the Mexican border without change of sta- 
tion for more than three years; the stations occupied 
are generally conceded to be about the least desirable, 
duty being hard as a rule and the. climate far from 
agreeable. For nearly the entire time the regiment has 
been depleted, as all available men were drawn for ser- 
vice with new organizations, thereby increasing the 
hardships for those who remained and keeping the regi- 
ment constantly in a more or less unsettled condition. 
The regiment had to face the greatest of all disappoint- 
ments by not being sent overseas, and when the armistice 
was signed further disappointment in that while men 
were being sent home from all over the country the men 
in the Southern Department had to remain on duty. 
About April 1 the regiment was greatly encouraged by 
being ordered to Panama; a month later another disap- 
pointment presented itself when the departure was put 
off for three months; and May 13 a still greater disap- 
pointment came when the order for service at Panama 
was revoked altogether. The last great disappointment 
is the order releasing all war service men by June 15, 
but excepting the Southern and in part the Western De- 
partment. But disappointments and hard service with- 
out glory have not disheartened and soured the men or 
lowered the morale of the 12th. The 12th Cavalry has 
re-enlisted a greater percentage of its men than any 
other regiment in the Service, over forty per cent. of 
the men available have re-enlisted and 90.21 per cent. 
of re-enlistments are for three years. The number of 
desertions since Nov. 11 is represented by the figure 1; 
has any regiment had less? The number of men con- 
fined or undergoing of punishment is negligible; two 
men are confined, one at Columbus and the other at 
Hachita (being provost sergeant is the most popular job 
at either station). The records are not kept clear at the 
expense of discipline, as any observer will testify. More 
than 250 men have been given furloughs upon re-enlist- 
ment, and to date not a single man has failed to return 
to the 12th Cavalry, hard and disagreeable duty and 
undesirable station notwithstanding. 

“The reason—well, it is not hard to find; the com- 
manding officer and the officers under him, believe in the 
men and the men in turn have faith in their officers. 
But more than this. everyone, from the Colonel to the 
meanest private, believes in the 12th Cavalry, and is for 
the 12th Cavalry first, last and all the time. The posi- 
tion of the great majority can well be illustrated by the 
following: ‘The 12th Cavalry! may it soon get a change; 
but the 12th Cavalry, change or no change!’”

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DISCHARGE OF MEN IN HAWAIIAN DEPT. 


In order to carry into effect the policy of the War 
Department relative to discharge of enlisted men as out- 
lined in a radiogram of May 16, 1918, which directed 
that the greatest possible reduction be made in the en- 
listed men in the Hawaiian Department consistent with 
the necessities of the Service, Brig. Gen. Henry C. 
Hodges, jr., U.S.A., commanding the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, under date of May 21, 1919, issued instructions in 
Cireular 1 relative to the reduction desired. These in- 


structions included the following procedure: 

The enlisted strength of the Engineers, Air Service, Coast 
Defenses, and every regiment of Infantry and Cavalry in this 
department will be reduced by discharges of enlisted men, en- 
listed or drafted for the period of the emergency and who are 
eligible for discharge, te the lowest consistent strength compat- 
ible with the proper functioning of each organization. The 
C.0. of each of the organizations named herein will be the 
judge of the number of men necessary to be retained in each 
organization and component organization therein. 

It must be borne in mind by all concerned that even though 
it is desired to discharge all men who are in the Service for 
the emergency, nevertheless the Service has to function. It is 
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nomical in the long run, but 
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not, therefore, desired that the strength of this command be 
reduced below that necessary to adequately garrison all posts 
and to carry out the absolutel y military functions. 

There will be constantly continuous losses in every organiza- 
tion due to furloughs to Reserve, deaths, etc., as well as future 
discharges under Circular 77, War Dept., 1918. These factors 
— be taken into consideration when putting this policy into 
effect. 

If after organizations have been reduced under this authority, 
the proportion of officers exceed that necessary for the reduced 
organization, prompt request for discharge of all surplus officers 
of classes 1 and 2 will be made to these headquarters. In this 
connection attention is invited to paragraph 4, Circular 75, 
War Dept., 1918. 
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GENERAL McGLACHLIN’S WARNING. 


In view of a recurrence of German propaganda among 
American troops in the Rhineland sector, which lapsed 
some time ago, but has again become active, Major Gen. 
E. F. McGlachlin, jr., U.S.A., commanding the 1st Di- 
vision of the American Army, has addressed a forceful 
letter to the men of his division, which has been circu- 
lated generally in the Army of Occupation, says a dis- 
patch to the New York Times from Coblenz, dated 
June 7. The letter reads: 


German eyes look and see. Boche ears listen and hear. Hun 
lips tell all the half truths and lies, and only those truths cal- 
culated to accomplish their particular selfish ends. Our enemy 
still attempts always to impose his ideas on the world. 

Given every opportunity to avoid the war, he insists he was 
not responsible. Beaten by allied arms under American im- 
petus, he denies he was defeated, ‘but claims he was deceived. 
Entering Belgium contrary to his sacred promise, he argues un- 
truthfully that a hostile nation did so first. 

Determined at the beginning to ferce his will upon all peo- 
ples, not only for the power and grandeur and enrichment of 
Germany, but for the fatal impoverishment of other nations, at 
the height of his successes he announced a pitiless policy of 
punishment for those who were fighting against him. Far be- 
yond the requirements of military necessity, killed American 
women and children through his underseas piracy, killed and 
maimed English women and children through bombardment of 
undefended places, destroyed the French mines beyond repair 
for fifteen years, and ruined and stole Belgian machinery, for 
ho purpose except to delay the resumption of industry, that his 
own might more greatly prosper. 

Having through greed inflicted infinite losses upon us and 
our Allies he now whines and weeps and wrings his hands, 
that he is called upon for reparation in kind, though not in 
measure, for his misdeeds. He cries out against the diminu- 
tion of war power imposed upon him, to remove his serious 
menace to peace, not to punish him. 

As during the war, by bribery, corruption, spying, stealth, 
secret destructions, lies, theft, violence, murder, violation of 
women, slavery, cruelty to children and old men and women, 
he made himself the horror of the world, now, by his insolence, 
bluff, lies and appeals for sympathy, he makes himself con- 
temptible. His might is no longer to be feared; though he is 
dangerous he is dangerous because without conscience he con- 
ducts an organized, unscrupulous campaign to deny his un- 
measured crimes, to create mutual distrust among the Allies, 





to make us suspicious of each other, to plant in our minds 
the seeds of doubt of our principles, our institutions, and our 
President, to gain sympathy for his future imaginary distress. 
In that organized campaign, people among whom through 
necessity we have come, play their . By little, welcome 
favors, by insistence, by repetition, by making a friend here 
and there, they attempt to force their wedges of argument, dis- 
claimer, pleading, suspicion and distrust, to break our convic- 
= in the righteousness of our cause, the unworthiness of 
theirs. 
_There is nothing consistent between the German public mo- 
tive and the American spirit and ideals. There is nothing in 
our soldierly duty requiring or authorizing us to convert the 
enemy to our beliefs. There is everything in our soldierly duty

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Bonus for Reservists Re-enlisting in Navy. 

On April 17 the Comptroller rendered a decision eop- 
cerning the payment of $60 to persons who have re. 
signed or been discharged from the military or naya] 
forces after service during the war in which he stated 
that “the resignation or discharge contemplated is one 
which effects a separation from the Service and not a 
resignation accepted or discharge given in the regular 
course of procedure solely for the purpose of enabling the 
person to re-enter the Service in another branch or gsub- 
division thereof.” On May 21 the Secretary of the 
Navy applied to the Comptroller for a reconsideration 
of the above decision so that “members of the Naval Re- 
serve Force who are discharged from the Reserve Force 
for the convenience of the Government to permit them to 
give their service in the Navy for a full enlistment” 
should be considered as discharged within the meaning of 
the Act of Feb. 24, 1919. In replying to the Secretary’s 
request the Comptroller states that if an enrolled mem- 
ber of the Reserve Force has his discharge granted “by 
reason of an agreement entered into beforehand by the 
man that he would re-enlist, such a discharge is one 
. « « Of benefit to the Government. Furthermore 
from the rule laid down and from the practice actually 
employed, the Navy Department does not consider the 
discharge complete until the man has re-enlisted. Such 
a discharge is not by reason of the man having completed 
his contract of enlistment or by reason of the fact that 
his service is no longer required. To this extent the 
decision of this office dated April 15, 1919, wherein | 
approved the fifth subdivision of paragraph five of an 
opinion of the J.A.G. of the Army, dated March 14, 
1919, is modified.” 

Officers’ Mess Equipment. 

Officers’ messes maintained by the Marine Corps in 
government buildings cannot be supplied with mess 
equipment out of the appropriation “Maintenance, 
Quartermaster’s Department, Marine Corps, subhead 
Contingent.” The Comptroller makes this decision in 
reply to a letter of inquiry from the Secretary of the 
Navy, who points out that “on board ship in the Navy 
the necessary mess equipment is furnished by the Goy- 
ernment and a similar procedure is followed at certain 
places ashore.” The Secretary cites “a noticeable in- 
stance of the latter case in the Navy is the medical 
officers’ mess at the hospital, Marine Barracks, Quantico, 
while immediately adjoining the marine officers’ messes 
which are not provided with equipment at government 
expense.” In giving his decision the Comptroller states 
that “it has long been held that an officers’ mess on 
shore is a private instrumentality, there being no regula- 
tion requirements that an officer shall mess therein. The 
fact that quarters in a government building may be as- 
signed the mess does not effect a change in statute.” 

Discipline in Galveston Storm. 


In denying the claim of a bandsman of the 28th U.S. 
Infantry for private property lost during the Galveston 
hurricane of August, 1915, the Comptroller writes: “It 
appears that claimant’s loss resulted from being held in 
military formation and because he was denied the privi- 
lege of securing his property by his superior officer and 
not because he had devoted his efforts to saving govern- 
ment property ‘in danger at the same time and in simi- 
lar circumstances.’ Since the bandsman was not en- 
gaged in saving government property at the time he sus- 
tained the loss he has no claim under the law.” 

Refusal of Transportation. 

A member of a civilian rifle team who refuses to ac 
cept transportation from an Army rifle range to his 
home when it is offered him at the range cannot collect 
payment for such transportation at a later date. This 
decision is made by the Comptroller in the case of @ 
member of a civilian rifle team from Vermont who a 
tended the Small Arms Firing School at Camp Perry @ 
September, 1918. .The claimant stated that at the time 
of his return from the camp he had his automobile at 
Camp Perry and as he told the officer in charge he was 
to travel to his home in it, transportation was refused 
him. The Comptroller points out that “claimant evi 
dently means he applied to be paid or allowed the cost 
of rail transportation, and not for transportatien im 
kind” and that “it is plain transportation in kind was 
available to claimant had he wished to use it; but that 
for his own convenience he .chose not to accept it.” 
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ANOTHER TRANSATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

Capt. John Alcock and Lieut. Arthur W. Brown, of 
the British Royal Air Force, flew from St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, to Clifden, Ireland, on June 14-15, in 
sixteen hours and twelve minutes in a Vickers-Vimy 
Atlantic machine. The distance covered, 1,900 miles, 
was flown at the rate of 120 miles an hour, the wind 
being from northwest and southwest during the entire 
trip. The aviators suffered considerably from frozen 
sleet and were bothered in their navigation by fog, 
which at times was so dense that the aviators had to 
descend to within 300 feet of the sea. Their wireless 
apparatus proved to be a weak point in the equipment, 
the propeller which actuated the generator of their wire 
less sending apparatus blowing off and their receiving 
apparatus was jammed by signals not intended for them. 
In attempting to land in Ireland Captain Alcock buried 
the nose of his machine in the muddy ground and dam- 
aged it to the extent of preventing the two airmen con- 
tinuing their flight to England. In a statement given to 
the London Daily Mail Captain Alcock said: “The 
flight has shown that the Atlantic flight is practicable, 
but I think it should be done not with an airplane or 
seaplane, but with a flying boat.”” The machine left St 
John’s at 4:10 p.m., Greenwich mean time, on June 14 
and landed in Ireland at 8:40 a.m. (G.M.T.) June 19. 
When Secretary of the Navy Daniels and Rear Admiral 
David W. Taylor, U.S.N., were informed of the suc 
cessful flight on June 15 they both expressed their 
pleasure at the news and congratulated the two avia- 
tors. Lieutenant Brown, although born in Glasgow, 
chose American citizenship on coming of age, his parents 
being Americans temporarily living in the Seotch city. 
On June 16 Secretary Daniels sent the following mes 
sage of congratulations to Captain Alcock and Lieuten- 
ant Brown: “Heartiest congratulations from the Amer 
can Navy on your splendid achievement.” 
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OUR NEW BATTLE CRUISERS. 

The construction of the six battle cruisers for the 
United States Navy authorized under the 1916 building 
program, which with the two battleships on the same 
program the General Board of the Navy has wisely 
urged should be completed “as expeditiously as possi- 
ble,” will secure to the Navy the most powerful battle 
cruisers afloat. They will be armed with guns the equal 
in caliber of those of the most powerful battleship ever 
launched, or so far as known at present contemplated. 
With their increased armor protection and great speed, 
oficers who strongly favor this type of ship hold that 
they would, in a long range action, be able to give a 
battleship all she wanted, as the battle cruirers by their 
superior speed can choose their own fighting distance, 
and with guns of the greatest caliber can give hard 
knocks as well as receive them. 

We are authoritatively informed that each of the new 
battle cruisers will carry eight 16-inch guns in ‘turrets, 
with secondary batteries of fourteen 6-inch guns, as 
originally planned, and that no change ‘in the battery 
armament will be made, despite rumors to the contrary. 
In addition the battle cruisers will carry four 3-inch 
anti-aircraft guns. They will also be provided with four 
2l-inch submerged torpedo tubes, and four 21-inch tor- 
Pedo tubes above the water.. They will be equipped 
with turbine engines and electric reduction gear.. Each 
ship will be provided with twenty boilers using oil fuel; 
the estimated indicated horsepower on trial of the main 
engines is 180,000. 

The under-water protection against torpedo attack 
and mines will be unusually complete and will include 
features which the experience of’ the war has shown to 
be of vital importance.. As a result of the experi- 
ence of British warships in the battle of Jutland, the 
General Board, among other improvements in construct- 
ing, has decided to give additional armor protection, par- 
ticularly to turrets, turret armor ind turret tops, con- 
hing towers, magazines, decks and communications, if 
Mecessary at the cost of a small reduction in speed. As 
the estimated speed of the new cruisers, as first planned, 

Wis thirty-five knots, the extra protection to vitals will 
More than compensate for a slight loss of speed; which 
&t most should not be a serious factor. 

The six battle cruisers are sister ships and in length 
Will be the largest vessels in the United- States Navy 
and among the biggest in the world, measuring 850 feet 
between perpendiculars (fifty-seven feet less than the 
transport Leviathan). ‘They have a beam of ninety 
feet and a mean draft of thirty-one feet three and one- 
half inches. Their normal displacement is 35,300 tons, 
or 121 tons per inch of immersion. They will be su- 
Perior in every way to the British battle cruisers Re- 
Pulse and Renown built during the war, which proved 
#uch highly successful craft. The new battle cruisers 
Will also be more powerful and up-to-date than’ the 
British battle cruiser Hood, soon to be commissioned, 
Which at present represents the last’ word in~ battle

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THE AIR SERVICES. 
Aeronautics and the Congress. 


The meager appropriations provided in the House 
bills for aeronautics in both Services are a cause of 
both regret and anxiety to officers of the Army and 
Navy who realize the military importance of aviation. 
A total of $30,000,000, while tentative, pending the 
adoption of a permanent military and naval policy, is 
very small when compared with the British estimate of 
$332,000,000 for aeronautics and the French estimate 
approximating $200,000,000. From the attitude mani- 
fested by both the House Naval and Military Committees 
in pursuing the inquiry among the experts as to the 
reasons for and against the establishing of a central- 
ized authority over aeronautics it is apparent that the 
Sixty-sixth Congress, admittedly committed to making 
a post-war record for economy, has laid hold of the air 
programs of the military and naval forces as fruitful 
ground for the deepest of cutting. The tremendous ex- 
penditures for our air program in the war doubtless are 
no longer required, but adequate provision for the fu- 
true is none the less necessary. Aviation in war cost, 
say, $1,680,000,000. The Sixty-sixth Congress has 
cut that sum down to $30,000,000, a figure that gives 
little hope for the future development of aeronautics 
and the retention of our rewon supremacy in the air. 
Aviation is one of the branches of military activity 
which is destined to suffer, perhaps to a greater extent 
than any other branch, because of the fact, which must 
be looked at squarely, that for the reason of the na- 
tion’s absolute poverty in air preparedness when we en- 
tered the war it proved to be one of the most costly in- 
struments of our war-making. The people as a whole 
have forgotten that poverty of air preparedness. And 
having forgotten, big figures of war costs will appear 
overwhelming when presented in comparison with. what 
will be done in this year 1919 by the Congressional 
watchdogs of the treasury toward relieving the pressure 
on the péople’s purse. The Navy’s flight over the At- 
lantic; Secretary Daniels’s endorsement ‘of a plan to 
have the Navy the pioneer in attempting a flight over 
the Pacific in a rigid dirigible; the Army’s tremendous 
forward steps in development of machines and fliers; 
the commercial encouragement necessary from the Gov- 
ernment to warrant development; the adaptability of 
air service to the posts, forest patrol, fisheries, ete., will 
receive scant acknowledgment in the campaign that is 
already under. way to make a show of economy in appro- 
priations. ‘The Navy and the Army should be sup- 
ported by the public in their realization of the impor- 
tance of an effective air program. Secretary Daniels 
sounded the keynote in denouncing the inadequate pro- 
vision for aviation, which places the Navy in a posi- 
tion of “sitting by while other nations forge ahead.” In 
good time it may be expected that Secretary Baker will 
be heard in championship of the Army Air Service. 
From every point of view the fight will be lively and 
instructive; but it is doubtful if without public support 
it will be effectual in ‘winning adequate appropriations 
from the Congress. The provision for a Department of 
Aeronautics in the Senate amendment to the House mil- 
itary bill, which failed of passage in the 65th Congress, 
has the endorsement of the steering committees of the 
present Congress, which means that in formulating a 
permanent military and naval policy it is apt to be 
pressed at this session. It behooves the proponents of 
adequacy in aeronauutics to consolidate their efforts 
and their best arguments for an intensive effort to gain 
the nation’s’ support and intelligent endorsement of a 
great and adequate air program in peace time. 

Army Air Men Regret Loss of Bolling Field. 

The recent announcement by Secretary of War Baker 
that the Bolling Field at Anacostia, D.C., was to be 
abandoned by the Army has resulted in a wave of dis- 
satisfaction among the officers ranking as aviators on 
duty in Washington. The Navy, which uses a part of 
Anacostia for. a hydroairplane station, will retain it 
and continue the station in order that flight officers 
stationed in Washington may keep fit. Officers at- 
tached to the Air Service who have been keeping up 
their practice by flights from Bolling Field are ag- 
grieved that this duty has been denied them by the 
Secretary’s action and feel it indicates the War De- 
partment’s lack of interest in the Air Service. With 
no flying opportunities in the vicinity of Washington 
the department will soon be officered by non-fliers, be- 
cause the flier must keep in practice to retain his‘ hold 
on air navigation and consequently there will be a rush 
of applications from the aviators at headquarters for 
assignment to active fields. It is also stated that the 
action of Congress in cutting the appropriation for the 
Air Service te $15,000,000 is having an effect on ihe 
officer personnel and already some of the best equipped 
officers_in the Service are withdrawing and others filing 
their applications for discharge. , “Congress has thrown 
a monkey wrench into the. machinery ‘of the Air Ser- 
vice,” said one officer of enviable record as .an instruc- 
tor of pilots. “But if’ Congress means to give us an 
Air Department I don’t know but * that I'll stick, for 
then_at least .we will get some co-operation from the’ 
War Department and the secretaries,.for the two -de- 





~ partments may get together. for. a -better -understanding 


of the neéds of the Air Service and-ita.true relation to 
the Army. In fact, on the outlook as it appears to-me,. 
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I'd be just as well satisfied if the Air Service was com- 
bined with the Artillery, of which it has become the 
eyes. That co-ordination would be agreeable because it 
brings together the two arms which’ understand each 
other. At any rate, the existing indecision cannot last 
long without breaking down completely the’ splendid. 
morale of the Air Service and scattering its officer per- 
sonnel through discharges by request and spreading the 
seed of disaffection country-wide. The Air Service looks 
to me as though it was to feel the ingratitude of the 
Republic and literally to be kicked out without thanks 
and without ceremony.”

FRaNCE’s BELATED CASUALTY RECORDS. : 

The War Department authorizes publication of the 
following statement by Lieut. Col. Earle Boothe, until 
recently chief of the Central Records Office, A.E.F., at 
Bourges, France: “The principal source of new casualties 
reported for the past several months has been from the 
French War Office. They are considerably over a year 
behind with their records and have an enormous num- 
ber of records stored away, which they are working 
upon as fast as their system permits. As they work 
these records out, cases of American soldiers develop 
which are immediately turned over to the representative 
of the Central Records Office in Paris and then trans- 
mitted to the Central Records Office. A great. many of 
these cases develop into ones that have already been 
reported, but a certain percentage are entirely new oneg. 
On account of the errors in names, meager information 
furnished, and the elapsed time, these cases require very 
minute investigation before they can be reported, It is 
my opinion that it will be the best part of a year be- 
fore these records are - completely gone over.”

tails as to the system in a memorandum issued at the 
navy Yard at Mare Island,‘ Calif., under date of May 25. 
The proposal is to encourage thrift by substituting for 
the present method of payment by cash or-check a 
method which would en¢ourage keeping a*bank account, 
simplify present methods of paying salaries and elimi- 
nate the necessity of handling large amounts of cash. 
‘The idea is to make payment of all salaries and wages 
to the employee by a certificate of deposit indicating 
that the employer has deposited ‘the salary or wages in 
some’ bank to the credit of the employee, who could 
ben draw against it as desired. Lieutenant Vaughn 
says: “The advantages of paying off bz the “Deposit 
System’ are numerous. It will reduce to a minimum 
the tinte uired to pay off; it will climinate the neces- 
sity of handling large sums of money of various denomi- 
nations; it will eliminate the practice of obtaining re- 
ceipts for. cash payments; it saves the employee. the 
time and worry of making a deposit in a bank, and it 
saves*the bank the time and expense of handling 2 
number of small deposits over the counter. .Mr. A. 
Barton Hepburn, chairman ef the Advisory Board of 
the Ghase National Bank and ex-Controller of the’ U.S. 
Treasury, in endorsing the suggestion said: ‘It is along 
the line. of teaching thrift. Anything that would teach 
the workman to keep a bank account would carry with 
it a natural inspiration to increase the size of his de- 
posits. It would give the workman a sense of dignity, 
and it would go a great way toward mitigating the gen- 
eral hostility to banks on the part of that.class of our 
public who make no use of them.’ So far no serious ob- 
jections have been made against the ‘Deposit System’ of 
paying employees. The system will be less expensive 
than the present methods if the proper bookkeeping sys- 
tem is installed from the beginning and sufficient at- 
tention paid to the forms used.” 


AMERICAN Lipparny ASSOCIATION. 

How books and magazines helped the American forces 
to victory and have stood by them during demobilization 
will be set forth by men of national prominence at the 
forty-first annual conference of the American Library 
Association at Asbury Park, N.J., June 23-28. Among 
the speakers will be Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
Brig. Gen. E. L. Munson, chief of the Morale Branch, 
Gen. Staff, and Frederick P. Keppel, late Third Assist- 
ant Secretary of War. Much of the session will be de- 
voted to discussion of the problems and experiences of 
the Library War Service. The advisability of attempt- 
jing to raise a permanent endowment fund for peace- 
time work of the association will be discussed. The 
president of the association is W. W. Bishop, librarian 
of the University of Michigan. ‘The general director is 
Herbert Putnam, Librarian of Congress, and the asso- 
ciation bas its headquarters in the Library of Congress. 
In supplying books for soldiers on American transports 
that are rushing men back across the Atlantic, the 
American Library Association, which has set up as its 
goal “a book and a magazine for each man of the Ser- 
vice,” has displayed ingenuity in solving the great prob- 
lem of adequate quarters. On one vessel the space as- 
signed was shared by the Army dispensary, but a few 
simple rules permitted both kinds of work to be done. 
Soon after léaving Brest a rush was made for the library; 
and as they neared home the book supply was nearly ex- 
hausted. Eager applicants were three and four deep 
waiting opportunity to exchange books. On another 
troopship a room was used which was near to the 
“chow line,” so that the librarian could keep the window 
open only between meals. Sometimes a Itbrary at sea 
has no regular home at all. Im one instance, to meet 
the ae, boxes of books, averaging seventy vol- 
umes, were placed in troop compartments, with a detail 
to supervise and receive requests for books. One par- 
ticular seldier came each day and succeeded in getting 
a copy of each of eight books on agriculture before the 
trip was over. With libraries in operation on 150 trans- 
ports the association is learning how to put much into 
little and how to mange an institution which is seem- 
ingly without habitation, and has been most successful 
in its work. The men from the battle zone read with 
earnestness and the genuine spirit of a constant library 
patron.

It 
is my earnest hope to be able to commence hearings on 
the Army Reorganization bill not later than the be- 
ginning of August. By that time I hope that many of 
the officers who participated in the world war in Europe 
will have returned to the United States. These officers 
with their should be called upon to 
express their views to the committee. I hope that we 
will be able to hear the testimony of General Pershing, 
Lieutenant Generals Liggett and Bullard, Major Gen- 
erals Dickmann, Harbord, Rhodes and other general offi- 
cers who performed valiant services for our country in 
the various activities of the Military Establishment. I 
shall also be glad te ask Army Reserve officers and Na- 
tional Guard officers to give us the benefit of their coun- 
sel. It will be proper also to hear from the enlisted 
men when we prepare to formulate the new legislation. 
I hope to have the hearings as full and complete as time 
will permit. After ev war it has been found neces- 
sary to reorganize our Military Establishment.

The original date set 
for this first. reunion was Sept. 28-29, but hecause of 
the fact that Sept. 28 will be Sunday the date has been 
changed to Sept. 29-30, the anniversary of the breaking 
of the great Hindenburg line by the 30th Division, 
A.E.F. This association was organized at Le Mans 
(Sarthe), France, just prior to the return of the divi- 
sion to the United States. The Old Hickory Division 
was composed chiefly of men from Tennessee, Nerth and 
South Carolina, sailed from New. York on May 11, 1918, 
with approximately 27,000 officers. and men, but owing 
to the heavy casualties suffered at the breaking of the 
strongest. defenses of the enemy, the division received 
at least fifty per cent. replacements which would bring 
the total membership of the division te approximately 
45,0003 All officers and men who served with the divi- 
sion, either in the United States or abroad, are eligible 
for membership in. the association, and are urged to 
make application for membership, addressing the secre- 
tary at Georgetown, S.C., sending fifty-cents to cover 
membership fee until the first convention.

X-Ray Laporatory ASSISTANTS WANTED. 

The Medical Department of the Army is desirous of 
obtaining the enlistment of a limited number of bright 
young men possessing some preliminary education, with 
a view to training them for assistants in the Army 
X-Ray laboratories. Upon enlistment for three years 
they will first receive training at the Army Medical 
School, Washington, D.C., for a period of three months 
in eleetro-physics, X-Ray apparatus, photegraphy, elec- 
trical wiring and apparatus, gas engine construction, 
etc. Men fortunate enough to receive at the expense of 
the Government this unusual course of training will, 
upon the expiration of their term of enlistment, be 
highly qualified as X-Ray manipulators and laboratory 
assistants, and will find their services in demand in 
civilian life, at a very satisfactory salary. The grade 
attainable in the Medical Department for men in this 
class will be that of hospital sergeant. 
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Society or Naval ENGINEERS. 

The leading article in the May number of the Journal 
of the American Society of Naval Engineers is a long 
and detailed description of the U.S.S. New Mexico with 
a report on the official trials of the ship, by Comdr.

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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVEXW. 
Strength of Army and Recruiting. 

In the course of his weekly interview with the Wash- 
ington correspondents on June 14 Gen. Peyton C€. 
March, Chief of Staff, said: 

“The strength of the Army on June 10 was 1,232,625, 
and of this strength 644,435 were still in Burope, 88,775 
en route home, and, in the United States proper and 
colonies, 460,097. The present strength of the Army is 
slightly less than it was on Jan. 1, 1918. Between that 
date and this there has been an approximate increase and 
decrease of 2,350,000 men, the increase extending over a 
period of ten and one-half months at a rate of 228,000 
per month, and the decrease has been accomplished in 
about half that time at the rate of 357, men a 
noth Two thirds of the Army has now been de- 
mobilized. 

“During the period from June 1 to June 10, 112,058 
men sailed for the United States from France. This is 
the largest number which has sailed in the first ten days 
of any month, and is practically as large as the number 
for the entire month of January of this year. It breaks 
the record again, The 7th Division, Regular Army, be- 
gan sailing during the week. Nearly 100,000 enlisted 
men were demobilized in the week ending June 7, which 
is the best record since the week ending Dec. 21, when 
this record was exceeded on account of the demobiliza- 
tion of the 8.A.T.C. 

“Enlistments have reached 52,643, and of these men 
we have already sent to Europe 7,009. The question has 
been asked as to the number of men included in the 
52,643 who have had previous service, and the figures, 
which I have had made up, show that sixty-three per 
cent. of the entire number are re-enlistments, thirty- 
two per cent. of the men are new enlistments, and five 
per cent. of the men have had former service, but have 
had an interim in civil life. Of the entire number fifty- 
six per cent. chose the Infantry. 

“The Division of Physical Reconstruction, which was 
established in the Surgeon General’s Department and 
has charge of the rehabilitation of disabled soldiers, has 
established educational work in forty-two hospitals, 
which have been designated as reconstruction centers. 
The courses include handicraft and academic work in 
the wards, and general technical and certain recreational 
work in shops and schools. The number of patients is 
66.640, of whom 33,320 have been pronounced eligible 
for taking this work—men who are physically able to 
take it. Of this 33,320, 28,500 registered for the work, 
or eighty-six per cent. of the total. 

Operation of Artillery and Air Service. 

“On Nov. 11, the day of the armistice, we had ninety- 
two and two-thirds regiments of American Field Ar- 
tillery, fully. equipped, either at the front or resting 
after action in France. In addition to that, we had 
forty-six anti-aircraft, and a naval detachment of five 
guns, the total number of guns, therefore, in the A.E.F. 
which had been in action or were in action was 2,251. 
The Infantry of most of the divisions. in France reached 
the firing line before the Artillery, which required more 
extensive training. In the cases of the 41:t, 76th, 83d 
and 85th, the Infantry did not reach the firing line, but 
all their Artillery did. : 

“Complete records of enemy airplanes and balloons 
actually destroyed and certified to show that we brought 
down two enemy aircraft for each one we lost, or slightly 
more. The completed figures seem to indicate 755 enemy 
airplanes and seventy-one balloons brought down, and 
we lost 357 airplanes and forty-three balloons. There 
are a large number of extra aircraft claimed by men 
who saw the plane fall after combat with a German air- 
plane, but it fell back of the enemy lines and these 
were not counted. The figures I have given include 
actually certified losses of German aircraft. 

Demobdilization and Enlistments. 

“We have passed the 2,500,000 mark in officers and 
men discharged. In complete, totals give 2,500,034. The 
officers and men sailing from Europe since Noy, 11, 1,- 
350,101. Complete details as to progress of demobiliza- 
tion and enlistments follow : 

“Demobilization: Officers discharged to date, 122,931; 
enlisted men discharged to date, 2,377,103; total, 2,- 
500,034. 

“Troops sailed from Europe since Nov. 11, 1918: Offi- 
cers, 57,608; enlisted men, 1,292,498; total, 1,350,101.

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GERMANS COPIED FRENCH SUBMARINES. 

Sir Philip Watt, late chief constructor of the British 
havy, pays a high tribute to French naval designing of 
submarines. The most successful submarines in the late 
German navy were copies of the French craft, he says, 
in a recent paper on British warships which describes 
the “W” class of submarihes built for the British navy. 

Regarding this type of boat he says: “The designs of 
the ‘W’ class are based on that of the French sub- 
mMersibles of the ‘Pluviose’ class as modified by their de- 
Signer, Monsieur Laubeuf, in his subsequent associa- 
tion with Messrs. Schneider et Cie, of Creusot. These 
vessels are remarkable for the ingenuity of their double 
hull construction, their unusually excellent control 
When diving, which has been obtained as the result of 
Scientific experiments carried out with all types of sub- 
marines in the French navy for a considerable period, 
the technical excellence and practical efficiency 








of all detailed designs in conection with their flooding, 
venting, electrical, and subsidiary installations, They 
are particularly interesting from the fact that the Ger- 
nan submarines, which have been so efficient and so in- 
famous during the war, were eopied originally from 
the earlier Laubeuf design, and clearly show their par- 
entage even in their latest and largest development. The 
four boats of the ‘W’ class were transferred by the Ad- 
miralty shortly after their completion to our Italian 
— and have rendered striking services during the 
ar. 
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REORGANIZATION OF U.S. FLEET. 


The United States Fleet is to discard its war-time 
organization now that the German sea menace is re- 
moved and divide its strength into three fleets. Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels announced on June 16 that it 
had been decided to form one large fleet in the Atlantic 
and one large fleet in the Pacific of nearly equal 
strength, and to maintain the Asiatic Fleet as the third 
main division of the Navy’s forces. Rear Admiral 
Hugh Rodman will command the Pacific Fleet, Vice Ad- 
miral Henry B, Wilson the Atlantic Fleet, and Vice 
Admiral Albert Gleaves, now commanding the cruiser 
and transport force, and in which command he will re- 
main until the work of the Navy in transporting troops 
from France is completed, will command the Asiatic 
Fleet. Reaf Admiral W. L. Rodgers, now in command 
of the Asiatic Fleet, will be vice admiral of that fleet. 
The vice admirals of the Atlantic and Pacific Fleets will 
be announced later. President Wilson on June 15 ap- 
proved of the appointment of the foregoing officers to 
the rank of admiral while holding the office of com- 
mander-in-chief of a fleet. A complete plan of dividing 
ships of all classes so as to make the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Fleets of about equal strength will be announced 
shortly after the arrival of Admiral William S. Benson, 
Chief of Operations, who will give the final approval of 
the assignment of ships to the two fleets. In making 
the announcement Secretary Daniels reiterated his previ- 
ous statements that the division was calculated to en- 
courage and stimulate the spirit of competition and 
keen rivalry as a factor in keeping the whole Navy up 
to the top-notch of efficiency and that he planned at 
least once a year and oftener if possible that the two 
fleets shall simulate warfare and carry the plan out on 
a grander scale than ever before attempted. 

In making the announcement Secretary Daniels gave 
out this statement: 

“The principal activities of the American Navy in 
the great war have been completed and it now becomes 
a necessity to put the ships of the Navy in such effective 
organizations, where the training will be carried out 
during time of peace so as always to keep the Navy 
as a whole ready for any military duty which may 
arise. 

“During the war the one mission of the Navy was to 
operate against the common enemy of America and the 
Allied nations of Europe. In carrying out this mission 
the ships of the Navy were so organized and distributed 
as best to accomplish the purpose. 

“This peace-time training of the Navy requires an 
organization whereby the units are well balanced and 
of proper size to permit the most efficient administra- 
tion. The interest of the naval personnel must be kept 
keen and alive, and the ships must be so distributed as 
to meet this condition. The units of the organization 
have been so disposed that when the entire Navy is 
called to operate together, requirements of fleet tactics 
and maneuvers can be properly made.” 


Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic Fleets. 


The ships of the new organization, said the state- 
ment, will be designated as follows: 

1. The United States Atlantic Fleet. 

2. The United States Pacific Fleet. 

3. The United States Asiatic Fleet. 

The battleships will be equally distributed between 
the Atlantic and Paciiic Fleets, and practically an equal 
number of ships of other classes, including supply, re- 
pair, hospital, fuel and tugs. The main divisions are: 

Atlantic Fleet—Four divisions of battleships, two di- 
visions of cruisers, eighteen divisions of destroyers, three 
— of submarines, two divisions of mine-laying 
ships. 

Pacific Fleet—Four divisions of battleships, two divi- 
sions of cruisers, eighteen divisions of destroyers, two 
divisions of submarines, two divisions of mine-laying 
ships. . 





Plans Competition Between Fleets. 

“One of the main ideas,” said Mr. Danicls, “in mak- 
ing this equal distribution of the ships between the Pa- 
cific and Atlantic Fleets is to utilize the well-known in- 
centive existing in all human activities, which is ‘com- 
petition.’ It is believed that a keen spirit of competi- 
tion will exist between thése two great fleets of our 
Navy which will result in a high esprit de corps in 
each fleet and a high state of efficiency in the Navy as 
a whole. As is now the practice in the Navy, careful 
records will be kept of both fleets in their results ob- 
tained in target practice, engineering competitions, ma- 
terial endurance of the individual ships, expertness in 
tactics and maneuvers. 

“At least once a year these two flects will carry out 
war problems with each other, in which the problems 
in major operations will be worked out and the skill 
and strategy of the high command officers put to a test. 
In other words, we will not only have daily competi- 
‘tion by means of records that are kept between those 
two fleets, but we will put them to a definite test in 
carrying out the larger problems which a great war in- 
volving major operations would present. 

“The Asiatic Fleet will be composed of ships best 
suited to safeguard the American interests in that sec- 
tion of the world.” 

Assignment of Officers. 

In assigning the officers to these high commands, Sec- 
retary Daniels said, he had given careful attention to 
their records of service during the war, and that they 
had been chosen “for the fine records of results accom- 
plished by them in the-war, as well as the previous 
records of long and efficient service in the Navy.” 

Admiral Wilson was in command of the United States 
naval forces in France, with his headquarters at Brest, 
acting under the general command of Admiral Sims, 
who had command of the United States naval forces in 
European waters. In organizing this command Ad- 
miral Wilson was called upon to work out and solve 
many large problems of operations involving co-opera- 
tion with the French naval fprces and in dealing with 
many major problems with the French government. He 
also was. charged with the protection of convoys of 
troop and cargo ships entering the French ports. and in 





this work he had to co-o elosely with General 
Pershing and the commuting <@tine et Sar eae ae 
handling the work of disembarkation, etc. 

c'eur battionhips which wee sued aa ate 
of our battleships w was as a unit of the 
British Grand Fleet and operated with this fleet in the 
Nerth Sea. In performing this duty Admiral Rodman 
and the ships of his division gained the admiration and 
confidence of Admiral Beatty and the other commanding 
officers of the British fleet, who have en in 
of highest praise of Admiral Rodman and the American 
ships under his command.

. CHANGES IN NAVY OFFICERS’ UNIFORMS. 


In a general order dated June 12, 1919, and approved 
by Secretary of the Navy Daniels on June 14, it is an- 
nounced that the Uniform Regulations of the U.S. Navy 
are amended so as to eliminate eight uniforms from 
among those heretofore prescribed for commissioned offi- 
cers, as well as a number of articles of equipment for 
uniform. The ordinary service uniform during the war 
was found to meet the requirements of formal and in- 
formal occasions, and will be all that will henceforth be 
required, Secretary Daniels believes. “This,” he said, ™ 
“will effect economy, both to the officer and space on 
shipboard and facilitate ease in traveling from one sta- 
tion to another. It will result in a great saving to the | 
officers of the Service in the future, as they are fe- 
quired to purchase all articles of uniform at their own 
expense.” ‘The general order follows: ‘

WHY FRANCE LOST SO MUCH. 
From Our French Correspondent. 


Obvious interest attaches to the question of the causes 
of the abnormal losses France has suffered in battle, 
which has been a subject of such angry controversy in 
Paris military circles. Victory is apt to be of little 
value if the victor emerges from the fight more ex- 
hausted than is the conquered side, and this is the very 
case with victorious France, as Premier Clemenceau pub- 
licdy remarked. ‘Lhe French population has dimtnished 
since 1914 by 3,500.000 souls, including 170,000 killed, 
dead of wounds and definitely missing. ‘The military 
loss is equal to that of the German armies that have 
fought over a front twice as wide. Though fear of risks 
has never been reckoned as a military virtue, efficiency 
consists essentially in obtaining the maximum of re- 
sults with the minimum of sacrifices, by a wise economy 
of forecs. But La guerre est un art simple ou toute 
la eur est dans Vezecution (Napoleon). ‘The 
French experience when fully known _will be a priccless 
object lesson to military students. Whateyer mistakes, 


political or tactical, have been committed, future army 
leaders will have at heart to avoid, and will be 
able to do so only so far as they are acquainted with the 
dramatic phases of the gigantic encounters t decided 


the fate of civilization. Thus General Verraux lays 
the blame for the several hundred thousand men France 
las unduly lost at the doors of the Hcole Superieure de 
Guerre, where the study of the obsolete past usurped 
the place that rightly belonged to the living present, 
where Jena and Austerlitz received much more atten- 
tion than did the tactical revolution marked by the Man- 
churian and Balkan campaigns (1904-13). The pre-war 
Ecole Superieure was held to be too much given to elo- 
quence and sophistry, and Marshal Petain has announced 
it is to be reorganized of realistic and practical lines, 
and its selected pupils are to receive direct preparation 
for the handling of the comprehensive military machine 
due attention being given to the tactical possibilities of 
to-morrow. . 
But the main cause of the excessive French casualties 
is to be found in the unpreparedness of the republic for 
war. It is a historical axiom that unpreparedness is 
more costly than the most expensive war preparation.’ 
France has paid the penalty for her former pacifistic de- 
lusions. She was at the outset outmatehed, strategically 
and tactically, by the Germans, and overwhelmed by su- 
perior numbers. For the first two years of the war she 
withstood the brunt of the fighting, while her Allies were 
getting ready and learning that military power is not 
so easily improvised. ; ; 
Despite her unavoidable numerical inferiority, she 
would not have suffered so much, had she been better ac- 
quainted with the ways and means of action of her 
hereditary enemy, and not committed too far-reaching 
strategic blunders. She believed in the neutrality of 
Belgium and considered her northern frontier to be -effi- 
ciently protected by what turned out to be a mere “scrap 
of paper.” Consequently, the camps retranches of Lille 
and Maubeuge were neglected as was also the nominally 
fortified mountainous massif of Laon-La Fére. The 
four-year stand the Germans made on that very posi- 
tion as well as the victorious resistance of Verdun to 
the efforts of the Kronprinz armies have shown the capi- 
tal advantage the French could have derived from effi- 
cient fortifications to break the German tide. Secondly, 
the strategic distribution of the French armies im Au- 
gust, 1914, was faulty, as it failed to provide for the 
German attack through Belgium. The weak, badly 
linked French left was crushed, casualties being extremely 
heavy in that part. It is only on_the Marne river, 
boudreds of wiles in the rear, that Joffre succeeded in 
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correcting that disastrous initial strategic mistake. With 
the enormous development of fronts, it will become more 
and more difficult to retrieve strategic miscalculations, 
and Joffre’s performance is something of a miracle, 
which illustrates the vital importance of a thoroughly 
efficient intelligence department. Unfortunately the Ger- 
mans have all along been much better off in this fespect 
than the French. 

During the first part of the war also the Boches could 
hit harder and quicker than the French. With the ex- 
ception of their field artillery outmatched by the won- 
derful 75-millimeter, their armament was more up to date 
and more complete. On the French side there was no 
counterpart to the German long range guns of 105 and 
130 millimeters. A group of French generals, among 
which Percin, argued that the famous soixtante-quinze 
supplied all possible needs. With a universal weapon of 
that score, no use for heavy ordnance or for howitzers. 
Too much academic discussion (the curse of the French 
army) took the place of those methodically conducted 
practical experiments that alone offer a safe basis for 
the framing of armament programs. Shortage of artil- 
lery, and especially shortage of ammunition, accounts 
for the incompleteness of the Marne victory and for the 
terrible price for it, while lack of heavy curved trajec- 
tory guns rendered uscless the sacrifices made to recap- 
ture the Reims forts. Over eighteen months elapsed be- 
fore the French could regain the time lost and compete 
on an equal footing with the enterprising and indus- 
trially efficient enemy. Superiority of armament is be- 
eoming the key to victory. Without it, bravery and 
even professional skill lose of their value and success is 
paid for too dearly. Industrial power means strength. 

Wrong tactics also accounted for a part of tle avoid- 
able French losses. In 1914 our troops made a useless 
display of courage, often charging in the open carefully 
entrenched German regiments who opposed ten machine 
guns to one French. Co-operation between the various 
arms was badly organized and there have been numerous 
complaints of our infantry being decimated by our own 
artillery. Fortunately, with time the French learned the 
game and taught it to their English and American allies.

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PROMOTION IN THE WAR. 


To Tue Eprror or Tie ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Why is it that Congress is eternally romping over 
the War Department and very seldom even stirs the 
Navy Department? Why is it that there is so much 
heartache and dissatisfaction in the Army? In the A. 
E.F. to questions of this kind as well as ninety-five 
per cent. of all the blunders that were made there, the 
answer is, “Ask the G.S.” 

Take the matter of promotion. The War Depart- 
ment knew before the war that in case we ever went to 
war our Army would have to be increased many times, 
and that to do justice to men one of its big problems 
would be that of promotion. Did it have a policy? It 
did not. At least not for the big majority of us. Blun- 
der number one started with the temporary second lieu- 
tenants. After a life of service as non-commissioned 
officer in the Regular Army he was given a rigid course 
of training, carefully selected, and then made a tem- 
porary second lieutenant. ter on civilians came in 
as first lieutenants, captains and majors. Then, re 
gardiess of merit, “there were no provisions for the 
promotions of temporary second lieutenants,” they were 
informed. A number of the best became discouraged 
and resigned. Then it was found that there was a way 
after all of promoting them. 

Then came the Reserve Corps Officers. Officers’ train- 
ing camps had different standards of admission and of 
commissioning candidates. Candidates who did not 
meet requirements gained admission to later camps in 
other sections and were later commissioned captains 
and majors. In the first camps the best who qualified 
for captains in the National Army were promised com- 
missions as second lieutenants in the Regular Army and 
then commissioned in the Reserve Corps and in in- 
stances compelled to stick there, the War Department 
repudiating promises of the boards at thesé camps. 

efore either the temporary second lieutenant or the 
Reserve Corps came the provisional. The first class 
was the best the country afforded, the pick of the en- 
listed personnel of the Army, trained officers of the 
National Guard, Philippine Scouts and Constabulary 
and graduates of military sch Instructors at Fort 
Leavenworth are unanimous that this was the best of 
the provisional classes. This class, with the classes of 
1914-15-16, West Point, were the main reliance in the 
expansion of the Army at the outbreak of the war. 
How has the department treated this class? It with- 
held promotions as captain due them by law eight 
months and more and during the interval shipped in 
captains made in ninety days at the training camps. It 
ruled that a National Guardsman drafted into U.S. ser- 
vice was entitled to longevity pay, but that an officer 
of the N.G. who accepted commission in the Regular 
Army forfeited all claims to longevity. After the Army 
expressed itself in millions, officers of high rank were 
needed. Then practically every Regular officer with 
the exception of the first Leavenworth class was given 
an increase of at least one grade above Regular com- 
mission. Everybody down to the bottom of 1916 was 
made a major or better and then the premotion prob- 
lem was solved by “selection.” Wasn’t it solved well? 
Many a sleepless night the General Staff must have 
spent on its provisions. In the A.E.F. no officer could 
be promoted in an organization unless there was a va- 
eancy in it and must actually be present with it when 
promotion was made. If Captain X was senior cap- 
tain in the Army and there were three or more majors 
in his organization Captain X was out of luck; while 
a temporary captain 800 numbers his junior, in the divi- 
sion on his flank, might be promoted because there was 
a vacancy in that organization. Captain X might be 
seriously wounded and sent to a hospital; after ten 
days he was dropped from the rolls of his organization. 
Fight weeks later if he lived he read an 8.0. promoting 
Captain Z of his battalion, 500 numbers his junior. 
Pleasant reading while he was convalescing. After dis- 
charge from hospital probably was given a prisoner of 
war company under some training camp major who 
was an expert on war risk insurance. Very likely he 
twas stationed at Tours, where he could watch lieuten- 
ants become majors and lieutenant colonels in the Ord- 
nance Dept., Army Service Corps and Chemical War- 
fare Service. Or perhaps he was ordered on detached 
service of some kind—and again was ineligible for pro- 
motion because he was not with an organization. He 
could learn how Captain D, one of the finest officers in 
the first class at Leavenworth, reported for duty to one 
of the Regular Army divisions in France and found the 
adjutant, a major, had been a candidate in the com- 
pany Captain D commanded at a training camp. 

After the war if he was shipped back as a casual at 
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his home he is asked: “Why, what’s the matter, Cap- 
tain X, that you didn’t get promoted? Why, there’s 
my nephew, Brown, who never had a gun in his hands 
before he went to a training camp; he’s a major.” What 
is the answer, General Staff? We smile, crush down 
the pain in our hearts and reply that Brown is a born 
soldier. When we reach our new organization we find 
either these pora soldiers, who have qualified as majors 
in ninety days put never left the country, or else mem- 
bers of the Regular Army far junior to us, holding 
down the battalion. The adjutant looks us over skep- 
tically and says: “Why, it’s funny you are not a major; 
Major § is fifty numbers below you on the list.” Yes, 
it is funny, terribly funny. 

The injury might heal in time if this were all. But 
it isn’t. These unpromoted captains are on record as 
having been jumped in this war and they are going to 
have to explain for the remainder of their careers. This 
damning fact will operate against them every time they 
are considered for promotion or for some detail. Boards 
will forget that they were victims of a thoughtless 
General Staff—only the one fact will stand out to blight 
the helpless victim that he was jumped by men one and 
two grades junior. 

Speaking of the General Staff’s conception of “selec- 
tion” in this war, some incidents have occurred that, 
were they not so full of heartaches, so destructive of 
morale, would be truly Jaughable. At one of the early 
training camps Captain M, an instructor who had seen 
seven years Regular commissioned service, was given 
positive instructions by the War Department to recom- 
mend Candidate K for a major’s commission. He did 
not see how, in ninety days training, K could be quali- 
fied for that grade and he so stated. K had been “se- 
lected,” however. So Captain M requested that he be 
allowed to take an examination with Candidate K to 
determine his own fitness for promotion. This was re- 
fused. Recently one of the finest colonels in the Army, 
Colonel R, was absent from his regiment on detached 
service less than two weeks. The War Department 
shipped Colonel L in to take command. On Colonel R’s 
return he finds Colonel L, who is one grade lower in 
the Regular Army, retains command because his com- 
mission as colonel antedates that of Colonel R. 

We rather fear that considerable dirty olive drab of 
this nature will be washed in the halls of Congress when 
the A.E.F. gets home. The exigencies of the war have 

revented it from receiving attention at the time, but 
t has accumulated. However, “it will all come out in 
the wash.” Theoretically, we heartily endorse “selec- 
tion.” ge to the experience of this war—we 
are rather skeptical. Due to the fact that we have 
“but one lamp by which our feet are guided,” we rather 


fear a promotion trust. 
ANOTHER VICTIM. 
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PROVISION FOR FORMER ENLISTED MEN. 
To Tue Eprror oy THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

H.R. 2981, introduced by Mr. Sabath, would author- 
ize commissioning in the Regular Army enlisted men 
in service on April 6, 1917, and who have served hon- 
orably as temporary commissioned officers and have less 





than fifteen years service, in the grade they would have ~ 


held had their entire service been as commissioned offi- 
cers. S. 376, Mr. Poindexter, would provide for re- 
tirement of all previously retired enlisted men in the 


grade of first lieutenant. During the previous session 
the Secretary of War recommended legislation to pro- 
vide for retirement in grade of master signal electri- 
cian of all men who were enlisted men prior to April 6, 
1917. and who during war held a temporary commission. 

Such action indicates true appreciation of the ser- 
vices rendered by these former enlisted men and a de- 
sire to reward the services they rendered durmg the 
war. But each proposal overlooks several very impor- 
tant points which should be considered. Mr. Sabath’s 
bill does not provide for the men of over fifteen years 
of service; it is unfair to officers of the Regular Army 
who have less than fifteem years of service. Mr. Poin- 
dexter’s bill only provides for men who were on the re- 
tired ‘list and not for those who will be retired in the 
future; it does not provide for recognition based on 
grade and rank attained during the war. The recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of War does not provide for 
retirement based on length of service; it does not aac 
vide for recognition based on grade and rank attained 
during the war. 

As an alternative I would suggest sumething like this: 
“That all men who were enlisted men in the Regular 
Army on the active or retired list prior to April 6; 1917, 
and who have at any time since served honorably on 
the active list as temporary commissioned officers and 
who at time of the passage of this act shall have com- 
pleted thirty years of active service, both as enlisted 
men and officers (previously earned foreign service to 
be computed as double in determining the total service) 
shall upon application made within four months from 
the date of passage of this act be retired on three- 
fourths pay and allowances in the grades as set forth 
hereafter.” 

Provision should follow that those who have not com- 
pleted the entire thirty years’ service shall receive pay 
and allowances reduced in amount by one-thirtieth for 
each complete year they are short’of thirty years. ‘The 
retirement grades should be one grade lower than the 
temporary grade, down to second lieutenant, to be re- 
tired in the grade of master signal electrician. 

A bill along the lines suggested would be a true ap- 
preciation of the services rendered, would no doubt meet 
with approval of other officers of the Army and would, 
I am sure, meet with the approval of those officers whom 
the bill affects. It would provide tor both the previ- 
ously retired enlisted men and those who were still on 
the active list prior to the commencement of hostilities 
and it recognizes the worth and ability of the man who 
through his special merit attained to some of the higher 
grades. A man would receive only retirement benefits 
commensurate with his years of service, and further it 
provides a means of taking care of these men who 
through the fact that they have been commissioned offi- 
cers are, for military reason$, unsuited to return to 
their former enlisted status. 

I would suggest that those in agreement with these 
sentiments mark a copy of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL and mail it to their Representative or Senator, or 
eut out this article and mail it.

There can be no question that the old non-commis- 


sioned officer with twenty or more years of service is 
entitled to some consideration on the part of the pres- 
ent Congress, and has a right to expect at least a fair 


and square deal. It seems to me that former enlisted 
men of the Regular Army who were given temporary 
commissions should be allowed to count their commig. 
sioned service double for the purpose of retirement, 
Also, when discharged for the purpose of re-enlistj 
allow them the $60 bonus and mileage, the same as of 
cers commissioned from civil life. I believe the grady. 
ated retirement law would be a good thing for the olg 
soldier, and the government as well. 

It is going to be pretty hard for the old soldier who 
has been a commissioned officer to go back to the ranks 
and shoulder a pack for four or five years more heforg 
he can retire, especially so for one who is fifty years 
of age. The old N.C.O. knows that he cannot expect g 
commission in the Regular Army, but he does have g 
right to expect equal treatment with the “children” who 
were commissioned after passing through a three 
months’ course at one of the training camps. If som 
of our lawmakers who are past fifty years of age would 
shoulder a pack and hike from Fort McPherson, Ga., to 
Chattanooga, Tenn., or from Pueblo, Colo., to Chey- 
enne, Wyo., and return, as some of our old soldiers haye 
done, there is no question that the old soldier would get 
his just dues.

“THE OLD PILL ROLLERS.” 
To THE Eprtor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


I have noticed many pleas for the old non-commis- 
niissioned officers now holding emergency commissions, 
I would like to submit one in behalf of the old non-coms, 


of the Medical Department, better known as “Old Pil] 
Rollers.” Our service runs anywhere from three to 
twenty-seven years. We enlisted in this arm because we 
like it, knowing, too, that due to the fact that we were 
net college men (medical) we could never expect to get 
a commission. We have proved our loyalty to the de 
partment by working and studying hard, resulting in the 
majority of us knowing the Medical Department game 
from A to Z. At this stage of the game along comes the 
war; the Medical Department is called upon to do the 
big job of caring for the sick and wounded, and at the 
same time compelled to train thousands of new Medical 
officers and enlisted men. The department did the job 
during the war and it is still at it. Now comes the 
question, to whom does the credit go for the efficient 
work of the department? Many will answer, “The Reg- 
ular Army Medical officers.” Right they are in many 
instances, but who was it that stood shoulder to shoulder 
with them and helped put the big job across? Answer is 
the Old Pill Roller, formerly the officer’s first sergeant, 
but now a Sanitary Corps officer holding the office of 
adjutant, personnel adjutant, registrar, detachment com- 
mander, mess officer, exchange officer, company com- 
mander, ambulance company, and dozens of other offices 
— and very essential to the Medical Depart- 
ment. 

The Medical Reserve Corps ts generally considered as 
being a great success, and the majority of the members 
of the Medical Department admit this as true. But who 
did the job of seeing the M.R. officers through the first 
few months of their assignments? Ask the officers, and 
nearly all will admit that if it had not been for the 
Old Pill Rollers they -wonld have been S.O.L. What 
would the Mcdical Reserve have done had it not been 
for the Old Pill Rollers during the early months of the 
war when hundreds were being assigned to the command 
of post or base hospitals, and every kind of unit, such 
officers in many cases having never heard of a training 
camp. I well remember a M.R. officer reporting to the 
hospital where I was first sergeant, as surgeon. As far 
as the medical and surgical end of it he was on the job, 
but he told the truth that first afternoon when he said, 
“Sergeant, I will look after the sick end of this place, 
but you will have to handle the military end of it.” 

Those of us who have been fortunate enough to get & 
commission in the Sanitary Corps feel that we have 
gone a few steps ahead. But now that peace is near we 


“will soon have to be going back to our old grades. Is it 


fair? If we were considered worthy of commissions in 
time of war, if our work was needed, why, then, should 
we not be given a chance at some advancement in time 
of peace? The Medical Department is the only arm of 
service that does not offer its enlisted personnel an op- 
portunity to hold a commission in timé of peace. This 
has been the case, as far as I can learn, ever since the 
arm was organized. I for one think the day is here 
when the “Pill Roller” should be given a chance.

The bill providing for retirement as first lieutenants 
of retired non-commissioned officers who re-entered ac 
tive service during the war and served one year as com 
misgioned officers is very good as far as it reaches, but 
it should include every mother’s son eligible who was 
possessed of the patriotism and courage necessary to 
attempt a comeback, was commissioned and made good, 
regardless as to whether he served one day or one year. 

The undersigned has forty-four years’ continuous ser

ALASKAN MEDAL SUGGESTED.

ALASKA, 
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U.S. TROOPS ROUT VILLA REBELS. 


In order to protect the lives of American citizens in 
Fl Paso, Texas, when Mexican rebels of the forces of 
“Pancho” Villa were firing shots into that city on June 
15, while they were attacking Mexican federal troops in 
Juarez, the troops of the Regular Army of the United 
States under Brig. Gen. James B. Erwin, U.S.A., com- 
manding at El Paso, crossed the border to Juarez and 
speedily routed the bandits under Villa, The movement, 
it is said, was made without objection from General 
Gonzales, of the Mexican army, and the Carranza offi- 
cials at Juarez. During the attacks by the Villistas on 
Juarez, in which at one time they were practically in 
possession of the city, their shots fell into El Paso, just 
over the line, killing a woman, wounding several civil- 
jans and wounding two United States soldiers. Bullets 
also struck many buildings in El Paso and the lives of 
American citizens were in serious danger. 

It was then that General Erwin, acting under instruc- 
tons from Major Gen. De Rosey C. Cabell, U.S.A., 
commanding the Southern Department, took prompt and 
efcetive measures to protect American life and prop- 
‘rty and drove off the Villa rebels. As soon as the 
wafity of the citizens of El Paso was assured the United 
-tutes troops returned to their own territory, and by 
5:25 p.m. on June 16 all were back on U.S. soil. : 

The U.S. troops that crossed the border into Mexico 
were a battalion of the 24th Infantry, the 5th and 7th 
jiegiments of Cavalry and a battalion of the 82d Field 
A;tillery. There were approximately 3,600 U.S. troops 
on Mexican soil ten minutes after they were ordered 
‘» make the crossing at eleven p.m. The entrenched 
position of Villistas in the direction of the race track 
at Juarez was searched out with shrapnel by the Field 
Artillery which was stationed near the international 
bridge on the Mexican side. Following the shelling the 
Cavalry started an enveloping movement to the east and 
southeast of Juarez in an effort to surround the rebels. 
The Infantry also advanced in another direction and 
the Villa forees made a rapid retreat to the hills, break- 
ing up into small parties. There were only two fatalities 
reported among the United States troops. Pvt. Sam 
Tusco, Higrs. Co. 82d F.A., and Pvt. A. Cunningham, 
(>. G, 24th Inf. Two men were severely wounded and 
‘itht were slightly wounded. Just how many Villa men 

‘ere lost in the fight with the U.S. troops has not been 
(finitely reported, but undoubtedly there must have 
been quite a number killed and wounded. Thirty-five 
bodies were found near the race track after the attack 
y the 24th Infantry, and fifteen Villistas were found 
viter an attack on their camp north of Zaragoza by the 
Cavalry. The Cavalry brought back with them 100 
ho ses captured from the rebels, and eleven “prisoners. 

(ieneral Cabell arrived at El Paso on the morning of 
June 16 and held .a conference with General Gonzales, 
i‘ Carranza commander at Juarez, who said he had 
vet requested aid from the American Army. General 
Cabell told General Gonzales that there was no idea of 
violating Mexican sovereignty, and that the Infantry 
vould be withdrawn as soon as possible. In announcing 
h’s intention of ordering American troops into Mexico, 
Ucneral Erwin in a formal statement said he had done 
so to prevent the indiscriminate firing 4 rebel soldiers, 
endangering the lives of Americans, ut on no ac- 
count were U.S. troops to undertake an invasion of 
Mexico. Secretary of War Baker said later that there 
was “no possibility of a misunderstanding between the 
Republic of Mexico and the United States with regard 
to the proteetion of life on the American side,” and that 
where it has been necessary for American forces to cross 
the border to disperse bandit forces, the sole purpose is 
to protect life on the American side. 

An El Paso press dispatch on June 17 reported that 
to guard against possible raids by Villa troops in_re- 
taliation General Erwin had sent detachments of U.S. 
soldiers to garrison all of the border cities, towns and 
hamlets along the Rio Grande in the district. Co. G, 
19th Inf., had been ordered to Ysleta; Co. H of the 
same regiment to Fabens, across from the Mexican city 
of Guadalupe; and Co. I to Fort Hancock. A machine 





gun platoon had been ordered to Fabens also. Col. 
“rancis Glover, Chief of Staff for the El Paso district, 
is quoted as saying that the entire border patfol would

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NOTES OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 


Major Gen. James W. McAndrew, U.S.A., has been 
assigned to command the General Staff College, and the 
post of Washington Barracks, D.C. He arrived in the 
United States from France aboard the Leviathan June 
12. While at sea he contributed an editorial to the 
Transport Age, the ship’s paper, published every day at 
sea, and said, in part: “What a contrast the return pre- 
sents to the coming over, especially those who were on 
the transports which brought over the 1st Division, will 
remember all the uncertainties and the discomforts ex- 
perienced then. Fourteen days from New York to St. 
Nazaire, on ships closed tight and totally dark at night, 
the watch for submarines, night and day, false alarms 
frequently, all tended to try the nerves until the French 
coast was reached. Now we are on the grand and 
mighty Leviathan well lighted at night, no lookout duty 
for officers or soldiers. We trust ourselves implicitly to 
the hands of our comrades of the Navy who have never 
— us yet, and we say with certainty, never will 

il us.” 

Major Gen. Charles D. Rhodes, U.S.A., who is well 
known as one of the most efficient officers in the Army, 
now in France, was on May 27 officially informed in a 
letter sent by courier by General Pershing that he had 
been awarded the Distinguished Service Medal for “ex- 
ceptionally meritorious and distinguished services,” as 
set forth below: “As ccmmander of an Artillery bri- 
gade in:support of the 82d Division during the offensive 
operations of the St. Mihiel salient and again in com- 
mand of an Artillery brigade during the Argonne-Meuse 
offensive, by his marked ability shown in the conduct 
of his units he contributed in a noted degree to the suc- 
cesses attained.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS, 


Col. James Lockett, Cav., U:8.A., upon his own ap- 
plication, will be retired from active service June 30, 
1919, after more than forty-four years’ service. He was 
born in Georgia Oct. 31, 1855, and is a graduate of the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1879; when he was promoted, in the 
Army second lieutenant, 4th Cavalry. He remained in 
the 4th Cavalry until March 30, 1905, when he was de 


tailed inspector general, and twenty days later he was 
reassigned to the 4th Gavalry. He was promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel Jan. 19, 1911, and colonel Aug. 28, 1912. 
Colonel Lockett in his early service saw a-greaf deal of 
duty on the from’ r in Texas, Kansas, New Mexico and 
Arizona, when the Indians were troublesome. During 
the time he was in the field he was engaged several 
times with the Apaches. He was in charge of Indian 
affairs at Fort Apache a part of 1885-86, and was in 
command of Indian scouts in the field Aug. 17 to Oct. 
19, 1886. He was subsequently, among. other duties, 
acting inspector general, 2d Division, Sth Army Corps, 
in the Philippines, from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15, 1899, and 
was aid to General MacArthur to Aug. 10, 1899. _ He 
organized the 11th U.S. Volunteer Cavalry in the Phil- 
ippines and was appointed its <colonel Aug. 10, 1899. 
The regiment left Manila about Sept. 15, 1899, for 
station at Camp Stotsenburg, where it was kept hard at 
work on scouting and outpost duty. It was at the attack 
on San Mateo, Dec. 18, and after the death of General 
Lawton, that Colonel Lockett took command of all 
the forces present. He located a strong insurgent posi- 
tion across the gorge of San Mateo River above Montal- 
bon, and was in command of the expedition against the 
position, which was assaulted and captured Dee. 27. 
The loss inflicted on the insurgents was such that the 
force never got together again. Colonel Lockett drove 
the insurgents out of Mabatobato, and was placed in 
command of the 3d District, Department of Southern 
Luzon, July 15. After returning to the United States 
for a tour of duty he went to the Philippines several 
years later for a second term. He left in October,.1907, 
for the United States, where he performed duty at, Forts 
Leavenworth, Robinson, Mackenzie, Riley, Texas bor- 
der, and elsewhere. His last post of duty was at Fort 
Myer, Va. Colonel Lockett was due to retire for age on 
Oct. 31, 1919.

which have been awaited with interest. These new Unj- 
form Specifications are given in Special Regulations No, 
42, Changes No. 9, dated May 5, 1919, War Dept., and 
are as follows:

For all other 
medals, a button % inch in length, in colored enamel, being a 
reproduction in miniature of the service ribbon.

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CONGRESS AND ARMY INVESTIGATIONS 

The chairman of the House committee that is to con- 
duct an investigation into War Department expendi- 
tures during the war has announced that one of the three 
reasons for the investigation is ‘that by a full and com- 
plete knowledge of the defects of organization and ad- 
ministration in this war we may learn useful lessons 
for the future.” To acquire knowledge of the defects of 
organization and administration in the conduct of a war 
is a very excellent thing; but that Congress will learn 
any useful lessons for the future regarding the organiza- 
tion and administration of the U.S» Army, 
one of the Government’s two instruments for 
war, is on past experiences of such investigations to be 
doubted. For the American Congress first began investi- 
gations of this kind over a century ago; and the 
of the military legislation of our country proves 
Congress has learned few 
as a result of these inquiries. 

The first investigation of this kind conducted by a 
committee of the House of Representatives was that of 
General St. Clair’s expedition against the Indians that 
resulted in a battle on Noy. 4, 1791, in which St. Clair 
lost 632 killed and 264 wounded out of a force of 1.400 
men. The committee exonerated the commanding gen- 
eral, reporting that disaster chiefly due to the 
“want of discipline and experience among the 
of which the more considerable part was militia. Of 
this portion of the force under General St. 
mand the report stated that “the militia appear to 
been composed principally of substitutes and totally un- 
governable and regardless of military duty and subordi- 
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troops” 
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nation.” Now the Congressmen of that time must have 
known of General Washington’s strictures against un- 
disciplined troops; but even if they did not they had 
before them some “useful lessons for the future” in 
General Harmar’s Miami expedition of the previous 
year. Harmar’s force, in his attack on the Indian vil- 
lage on Oct. 22, 1790, was composed of sixty Regulars 
and 320 militia. The evidence laid before the court of 


inquiry shows that in the attack on the village “the 
militia behaved very badly, disobeyed orders, and left 


the Regular troops to be sacrificed.” It might have 
been expected that Congress would learn a “useful les- 
son for the future” out of Harmar’s experience. But 
the fact that St. Clair was sent out against the Indians 


in the following year with badly trained and undis- 
ciplined militia shows the reverse to have been the case. 
The need there always had been of a regimental. or- 
ganization: of Regulars capable of expansion in time of 
war was a “useful lesson” that could have™been learned 
from the experiences of the Revolution. But Congress 
gave no sign that it needed it. Of the abiding fear of a 
held even to this day by our national 
legislators, the country already had a sign in the cut- 
ting down of the Continental Army to eighty enlisted 
men after the Revolution and the endeavor to ‘‘reorgan- 

* the Army in 1784-by authorizing the organization 
of a regiment of 700 men to be comprised solely of 
militia from four states. 

After the British troops invaded Washington on Aug. 
24, 1814, and set fire to the “President’s palace, the 
Treasury and the War Office,” another committee. of the 
House of Representatives was “appointed to enquire into 
the causes of the success of the enemy in his recent 
enterprises against this metropolis (Washington).’’ The 
report shows that although there were Regular troops at 
various points along Chesapeake Bay it was decided on 
July 1 to call out the militia. On Aug. 21 the troops 
were mustered by General Winder and three days Jater 
formed in order of battle at Bladensburg, where “in 
the presence of the President and the Cabinet it was at- 
tacked and routed,” the sacking of the National capital 
following immediately afterwards. Although the War 
of 1812 had been notorious up to that time for the Jack 
of discipline and training of the militia, to say nothing 
worse of them, once again they were depended upon in 
an emergency and had failed. The lessons our military 
men, beginning with Washington, had tried to instil in 
the minds of our Senators and Representatives of the 
need of Regular troops as the main dependence of the 
Military Establishment had thus far in our history met 
with slight encouragement. We had some Regular 
troops by that time, but dependence on the militia was 
still a fetich of the Congress. That its members of 
that day or for the next fifty years did not profit by the 


“useful lesson” of Bladensburg the Civil War was to 
show us once more. 
Meanwhile the Seminole War of 1817 had been the 


subject of a Congressional investigation, by the Senate 
this time, with the result that General Jackson was 
severely criticized for raising 2,500 troops “without the 
shadow of authority” although “from the report of the 
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eommittee it appears that General Jackson, after col- 
lecting his forces; brought the war to a close in a 
single campaign of three months.’ And that war proved 
once more “that the greatest dangers to which our liber- 
ties have thus far been exposed have occurred in time of 
war, not through presence, but for want of, a sufficient 
disciplined army.” 

From none of these wars and their investigations had 
Congress learned any “useful lessons” up to the time of 
the beginning of the Civil War, when in 1860 we had a 
Regular Army of only 16,367 officers and men to a 
population of 31,000,000, while of the nominal militia 
of 3,000,000 there were only a few regiments in the large 
cities that had any instruction and training. Congress 
had persistently cut down the strength of the Army after 
every war, just as it is doing to-day, against the trained 
military opinion of the country. Even after the dis- 
aster at Bull Run, the “specter of a standing army” was 
raised in the House of Representatives in May, 1861, 
when that body voted that the eleven new regiments 
authorized be composed of volunteers. The report of the 
Military Committee of the House frankly stated that it 
“did not consider there was any occasion to increase the 
Military Establishment, but as ~-something had to be 
done to organize the new regiments, the committee had 
stripped the organization of that feature which alone 
made it repugnant to a free people—that of establishing 
a large standing army.” 

The Civil War offered the opportunity, if Congress 
could have taken any “useful lessons” “from the vol- 
uminous report of the Joint Committee on the Conduct 
of the War, to learn that only through trained and dis- 
ciplined troops can a war be won. By the date of Lee’s 
surrender the Army of the United States was unques- 
tionably one of the finest in the world, and it had reached 
that state through being trained and disciplined by offi- 
cers learned in the art of war. The investigations of the 
Spanish-American War might have taught Congress the 
“useful lesson for the future” of the need of a supply of 
uniforms, equipment, arms and ammunition adequate 
for an army’s necds; for that war, brief as it was, 
showed how shockingly unprepared we were in the mat- 
ter of military supplies. Yet Congress did not learn this 
useful lesson. And now it proposes to discover the de- 
fects of organization and administration after hostilities 
in the World War woukt scem to be over. Our profes- 
sional soldiers had been trying to tell Congress ever 
since the Spanish-American War what we needed in the 
way of an Army, a plan fomits increase in time of war, 
supplies of arms and ammunition, and the methods for 
increasing our supplies of war materials in the time of 
a national emergency. But Congress was deaf to all 
this. It had learned no useful lessons from the past, 
and there is little to indicate it will learn anything from 
the investigation that is about to begin. The tragedy of 
history’s repetitions is never so plainly marked as in 
the story of these war investigations by Congress. 


— 
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THE RECRUITING CAMPAIGN. 

The intensive recruiting campaign begun by the Army 
for its second addition of 50,000 men and backed by a 
newspaper advertising appropriation of $185,000, opened 
in the week beginning June 16 with promises of a suc- 
cess rare in the history of our Military Establishment 
at a time when we were looking forward towards peace. 
The most striking feature of this campaign is the change 
it has revealed in public opinion toward the Army and 
Army life, not only as reflected in the attitude of the 
young men of the country, but also in the newspapers. 
The first of these phenomena is demonstrated through 
the statement made by General March im his weekly 
interview of June 14, printed on page 1463, in which 
he showed that of the 52,643 recruits enlisted up to the 
day of his interview sixty-three per cent. are re-enlist- 
ments, thirty-two per cent. are first enlistments, and 
five per cent. are of men who have seen service in the 
Army but have had an interim in civil life. This high 
percentage of re-enlistments would seem te-indieate that 
the opinion prevailing after the armistice was signed 
and our troops began returning to their homes, that 
such men would no longer care for Army life, was not a 
sound one. Nor:is a crowded labor market responsible 
for these re-enlistments. The chief contributory cause 
toward this flourishing of interest in the Army, aside 
from ‘the attraction of military life in itself, is the plan 
of the War Department to provide greater and wider 
opportunities for education among the enlisted men than 
has ever been possible before this. 

It is this broader educational opportunity presented 
to the enlisted man by the War Department that has 
attracted the attention of the newspapers and has re- 
sulted in their printing many favorable editorial arti- 
cles as well as lengthy news accounts of the educational 
features of the U.S. Army, this educational feature 
having been suggested in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
in connection with the after-the-war Army in an edi- 
torial on “What Can Be Done with a Big Army?” in 
our issue of Dec. 14, 1918, page 540. Other noteworthy 
evidences of this change of feeling in the newspapers 
are to be seen in their treatment of the Army as an 
institution comparable with any in the country; as a 
branch of the Government drawn closer to the people 
than ever by our recent experiences in the war; and an 
acceptance of it in a more human light than has ever 
been the custom in the past in peace times. Of all our 
Governmental agencies there has never been one in the 
past that has impressed itself on the people more thor-

oughly for fts fineness of quality, its dependability, its 
strict sense of justice, than the Regular Army. Yet, at 
the same time, it suffered through that rectitude the 
handicap of being considered something remote from the 
average American’s life. Now it seems to be going 
through a renaissance as welcome as it has been long 
desired by all those in it and of it. This change has 
been brought about largely through the fact that the 
young men of America went out of their homes and into 
the Army and returned to their familics the better and 
finer men for their military experiences. And so long as 
they live the Army will mean a finer and more intimate 
thing to them and to their families than it ever did 
before.

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Changes in Navy Assignments. 

Recent changes and assignments among ranking offi- 
cers of the Navy have been a matter of much interest 
to the officer personnel at the Navy Department and 
have led to speculations as to further changes. The se- 
lection by the President of Rear Admiral Rodman, Vice 
Admiral Henry B. Wilson and Vice Admiral Albert 
Gleaves for the rank of temporary admiral and their 
assignment as commander-in-chief of the reorganized 
fleets, and the information this week that Admiral Henry 
T. Mayo is soon to be assigned to the General Board, 
again raised a question as to who will succeed to the 
post of Chief of Naval Operations upon the retirement 
on Sept. 25 of Admiral William S. Benson. The possi- 
bility that Rear Admiral William S. Sims might be as- 
signed as Chief of Operations has been suggested, but 
it was pointed out that, in his presidency of the War 
College, he is occupying a post of great importance and 
one that he greatly preferred. From sources close to 
Secretary Daniels came the opinion that Rear Admiral 
Sims would be quite content to continue in his chosen 
work, even with the possibility that Congress might 
confer upon him the permanent rank of admiral or vice 
admiral. The Secretary of the Navy, however, has not 
indicated his intention to recommend permanent rank 
for officers who held higher temporary grades in the 
war, although Secretary of War Baker recommended 
the permanent rank of general for Generals Pershing, 
March and Bliss at the last session of Congress. Until 
the serious illness of Rear Admiral Victor Blue, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, it was generally credited 
in Navy circles that he was likely to succeed Admiral 
Benson .as Chief of Operations. Rear Admiral Blue, 
however, has been ordered to take a long rest and ad- 
vised by his physicians against resuming work in the 
department. The Bureau of Navigation is expected to 
continue for at least several months -inder Capt. Rich- 
ard H. Leigh as acting chief, though the latter is said 
to be anxious for sea duty. 


Admiral Mayo to Navy General Board. 


It is stated at the Navy Department that, following 
his duty as president of the Navy Selection Board, which 
meets in Washington, July 1, to select officers for the 
grade of rear admiral, Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S.N., 
at present commander-in-chief of the United States 
Fleet, who has made an enviable record in war service, 
will become a member of the General Board of the 
Navy, of which Rear Admiral Charles J. Badger, U.S. 
N., retired, is now. president. Admiral Mayo will 
probably round out his active service as a member of 
the General Board, as he is due for retirement for age 
on Dec. 8, 1920. Under the reorganization of the 
United States Fleet, which- will be divided into three 
fleets, with the Atlantic and Pacific of practically equal 
strength and the Asiatic Fleet heavily reinforced, Ad- 
miral Mayo will soon be relieved from sea duty and un- 
der the law will then revert to his permanent rank of 
rear admiral. Admiral Mayo was assigned to command 
the Atlantic Fleet Dec. 18, 1913, and has therefore had 
nearly six years’ sea service as a fleet chief. It was 
due to an order issued by Secretary Daniels in April 
last that his former designation of “commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic Fleet” was changed to that of “com- 
mander-in-chief of the United States Fleet.” This how- 
ever, did not affect the disposition of the forces or his 
duties, and he would have been in supreme command 
only in the. event the Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic 
With the assignment of 
Admiral Mayo to the Board of Selection the designation 
by Secretary Daniels of the Admiral as “commander-in- 
chief of the United States Fleet” becomes inoperative. 


Pay and Medical Corps Selection Boards. 


Boards of selection have been appointed in the Navy 
to select officers of the Pay Corps and the Medical 
Corps in the Regular Navy for promotion. The boards 
will convene on July 15 and selections will be made 
for captains and commanders, permanent and temporary. 


Change in Uniform for Marine Corps. 


Practically all the officers of the U.S. Marine Corps 
who were requested early in May last to submit sug- 
gestions as to desirable changes in the uniform have 
sent their views to Marine Corps headquarters, the last 
suggestions from overseas having been received this 
week. A board will be appointed to consider the sug- 
gestions. It is known that a preponderance of the offi- 
cers are in favor of the abolition of full dress. On the 
matter of a change of the collar of the blouse from 
standing to roll, similar to the change adopted by the 
Navy, the Marine Corps officers are said to be about 


equally divided. Report of the board on changes to be 
adopted is not anticipated until some time in August. 
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ComMopore Berrnotr, U.S.C.G., REeTinss. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels has approved the ap- 
plication of Commodore Commandant Ellsworth P. Bert- 
holf, of the U.S. Coast Guard, for retirement under the 
thirty-year clause, effective June 3, 1919. He has been 
placed on the retired list in the grade of captain, his 
permanent rank. Commodore Bertholf is to become 
vice president of the American Bureau of Shipping, 
New York, otherwise known as “American Lloyds.” 
This institution is considered in shipping circles as of 
immeasurable importance in the upbuilding of the 
American merchant marine, and the Government is 
pledged to aid it through the shipping act. Members 
of this bureau have for the last eighteen months been 
desirous of obtaining the services of two Coast Guard 
officers on the retired list to aid them in the work of 
the bureau. Their applications have been favorably 
considered by the Shipping Board through Chairman 
Hurley and the heads of the Navy and Treasury De- 
partments. The two officers selected have had many 
years of experience in maritime affairs and doubtless 
will be of great assistance in strengthening this essen- 
tial factor in the revival of the American merchant ma- 
rine. The second officer is said to be Capt. @harles A. 
McAllister, Engineer in Chief of the Coast Guard, who 
has made application to be retired for physical dis- 
ability. Many officrs are mentioned as~possible appoint- 
ments to the office of commandant, among them Capts. 
Randolph Ridgely, jr., William BE. Reynolds, Richard 
O. Crisp, F. C. Billard and B. H. Camden. Commodore 
Bertholf, who has been chief of the Service since May, 
1911, is an executive of ability, whose administration 
has brought credit to the Coast Guard as well as to 
himself. During his incumbency he brought about the 
consolidation of the Revenue Cutter Service and. the 
Life Saving Service into the U.S. Coast Guard, in which 
work he was materially aided by Captain McAllister. 
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OFFICERS FOR THE U.S. Army or 400,000. 

In connection with the Senate sub-committee’s recom- 
mendation of appropriations for an Army of 400,000 
men for the fiscal year 1920, it is of interest to note 
that on June 16 there were 11,461 officers in the Regu- 
lar Establishment, and on June 7 th@ General Staff 
statement was to the effect that 23,701 officers, tempo- 
rary and Reserve, had made application for commissions 
in the Regular Army. What proportion of officers will 
be maintained for an Army of 300,000 as proposed by 
the House, or 400,000 as now proposed to the Senate, has 
not yet been decided by the General Staff, but the sug- 
gestion is made by officers at the War Department that 
for the Army proposed by the House the’ number will 
approximate 16,000. If this figure should stand in the 
tables of organization then the Class 3 officers, number- 
ing 23,701, have about one chance in five of being com- 
missioned in the Regular Establishment. ' 
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ENLISTMENTS FOR MEXICAN BorDER SERVICE. 

Secretary Baker on June 20 directed issuance of in- 
structions for the authorization for enlistments for 
special assignment to organizations now on duty on 
the Mexican border so as to release for discharge men 
who enlisted for the emergency only. Men will be en- 
listed for the following arms and corps not to exceed 
the numbers indicated Infantry (white) 8,000, (col- 
ored) 2,000; Cavalry, 10,000; Field Artillery, 2,000; 
Engineers, 800; Medical Corps, 1,200; Ordnance; 150; 
Signal Corps, 300; Air Service, 500; Quartermaster 
Corps, 1,500. There are intimations: that there has 
been a change in military policy as applying to Mexico. 
In the event thet Villa should attempt reprisal for the 
Juarez incident it is even considered not beyond the 
possibilities that the United States might again send a. 
punitive expedition into Mexico with military occupa- | 
tion of such territory as necessary.

Victory Riprons Nor Yer IN PRODUCTION. 

At the Quartermaster Corps headquarters it is learned 
that no American silk manufacturer has yet been able to 
reproduce the pattern of the Victory ribbon to match the 
official sample, a.four-inch strip of the ribbon received 
from overseas. American silk concerns are still making 
samples, but no pattern has yet been approved, conse- 
quently no bids for manufacturing the ribbon have been 
invited. There are eighteen distinct dyes in the ribbon, 
and it is stated that the approved ribbon has only been 
in quantity production in France about fifteen days, 
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THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST (EXTRAORDINARY) SESSION. 
Sub-Committees to Investigate Conduct of War. 


Mr. Underwood (for Mr. Bankhead) on June 18 sub- 
mitted an amendment providing that any retired com- 
missioned officer of the Navy or Marine Corps who has 
performed active duty during the period of the war 
with Germany, and who while on active duty was pro- 
moted, and whose record is creditable, shall retain per- 
manentiy the rank and pay of the grade or rank to 
which such officers were temporarily promoted, etc., in- 
tended to be proposed to the Naval Appropriatién bill. 


Mr. Daniels Urges Larger Air Appropriation. 

In a letter written to Senator Page, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, which was made 
public on June 14, Secretary Daniels urges that the 
Senate Committee increases the appropriation of $15,- 
000,000 granted by the House for the Navy Air Ser- 
vices, stating that if the appropriation remains at that 
figure this country would only “mark time” as to big 
development in aviation during the next year when it 
should be leading in the progress and development of 
this arm of the Navy. After comparing the very great 
difference between the amount appropriated by Great 
Britain for aviation purposes Mr. Daniels states that 
the General Board recommended a program for the next 
fiscal year calling for $45,000,000, which figure was cut 
by the Navy Department to $36,000,000. He asks that 
this sum be appropriated if the General Board's pro- 
gram is to be approximated. An appropriation of $15,- 
000,000 will not ‘suffice, he states, “to permit the con- 
struction of large rigids in this country, and possibly it 
will not even- allow the beginning of a rigid program.” 
Calling attention to the importance of aircraft opera- 
tions with the fleet he wrote: “Spotting from aircraft 
increases the gunnery efficiency at long ranges tre- 
mendously and gunnery efficiency perhaps is, more than 
anything else, the real measure of efficiency of the fleet. 
Several times in our recent fleet exercises, low visibility 
or smoke screens absolutely prohibited spotting from 
ships, and all spots had to be taken from the spotters in 
the .aircraft overhead. The improvement in the ability 
to spot is one of the compelling reasons for shooting at 
longer ranges. A naval action undoubtedly will be begun 
in clear weather at ranges of over 20,000 yards and 

. spotting from high in the air will be of paramount im- 
portance.” 





HOUSE PASSAGE OF ARMY BILL. 


With only two additional amendments of the bill as 
noted in our issue of June 14, the House on June 13 
passed the Army Appropriation bill, H.R and 
that measure is now before the Senate Military Commit- 
tee. The amendment forbidding real estate investment 
that had been ruled out of order on June 12 was re- 
stored under a special rule on June 13, and adopted, 
reading : 2 

That no partvof any of the appropriations made herein nor 
any of the unexpended balances of appropriations heretofore 
made for the support and maintenance of the Army or the 
Military Establishment shall be expended for the purchase of 
real estate or for the construction of Army camps or can- 
tonments. 

At the end of the paragraph providing for the enlist- 
ment term, National Guard, this was added: 

That enlisted men in the National Guard of the several states 
now serving under contract providing for a six-year period of 
enlistment—three years in an active organization and the 
maining three years in the National Guard 
afforded an opportunity to enlist for the periods specified or i} 
and upon entering into the new contract of enlistment for 
game of three years under this authority shall be given credi 
‘or the period served under the old enli con 

Another amendment was adopted providing 

That no part of the moneys appropriated in each or any sec- 
tion of this act shall be used or e for the purchase or 
acquirement of any article or articles that at the time of the 
proposed acquirement can be manufactured or produced in 
each or any of the Government arsenals of the United States 
for a sum less than they can be purchased or secured other- 
wise. 

As passed by the House, the Army bill appropriates 
$718,000,000 as against $810,000,000 asked by the Com- 
mittee. The enlisted strength of the Army, as heretofore 
stated, is put at 300,000 by the House. 


Senate Committce Reports Army Bill. 


The sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs reported the Army Appropriation bill to the 
full committee on June 20, carrying funds to provide 
for 400,000 men, and appropriation items correspond- 
ingly increased. The most striking amendment was in- 
crease of the Air Service appropriation from $15,- 
000,000 to $75,000,000. pecific sums are allowed for 

urchase of the Curtiss Elmwood plant and the Dayton 

right plant, also of tield and hangars for dirigibles, in 
Burlington county, N.J. House appropriation of $150,- 
000, for vocational training is increased to $5,500,000 
The report allows $20,000,000 for barracks and quarters 
in place of $23,000,000 recommended by Secretary Baker, 
and $2,000,000 provided by the House bill. 

A legislative clause provides: “That the several or- 
ganizations of the War Department with ir powers, 
duties and personnel as defined in orders and regulations 
in force and effect on Nov. 11, 1918, shall be continued 
until reorganization is eff by statutes of Congress 
duly approved.” 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Quick action wag taken by the House in the passage 
of the Naval Appropriation bill, H.R. 5608, which was 
reported in the House on June 13 immediately following 
passage of the Army bill. The naval bill was passed on 
June 16 and sent to the Senate Naval Committee, which 
is now conducting hearings on the measure, as else- 
where noted. The bill carries no authorization for new 
construction of vessels, merely appropriation for con- 
tinuing work on the program authorized in the act of 
Aug. 29, 1916. The new program which was authorized 
in the bill which passed the House at the last session 
has been eliminated from this measure. 

The bill carries a total of $598,668,764.88 for purely 
naval purposes, and $3,500,000 in addition for the Coast 
Guard to complete construction of Coast Guard vessels. 
The bill, as sent to the Senate by the House, carries the 
following provisions: 


Legislative Provisions. 

In fixing the Aviation appropriation at $15,000,000, 
the number of heavier-than-air stations on the coasts of 
continental United States is limited to six, and no part 
of this appropriation shall be used for construction of a 
factory for aeroplanes. 

The Secretary of War, Postmaster General and Sec- 


retary of Navy shall submit on Nov. 1, 1919, inventories 
as to aircraft on hand, or under contract, and reports in 
detail as to needs, plans and facilities for manufacture. 

The Secretary of the Navy may adjust and pay claims 
for damage to private property up to $500. ; 

Accounting officers are to be relieved from certain 
property accountability in the absence of own fault or 
negligence, as determined by the Secretary. 

Interchange of stores and supplies is authorized be- 
tween the Army and Navy upon request and approval 
of heads of Services. 

Personnel. 

Strength of officers of the line is fixed at four per 
cent. of the total enlisted strength on active duty; staff 
officers as in existing law. 

The Selection Board is to be convened “at least once 
each year” iristead of semi-annually. 

The act of April 16, 1918 granting officers of the 
Army the right to quarters in kind for their dependents 
or commutation therefor, including allowances for heat 
and Jight, shall hereafter be construed to apply to offi- 
cers of the Navy and Marine Corps only who are serv- 
ing in the field as part of the A.E.F. under jurisdiction 
of the War Department. 

The total authorized enlisted strength of the active 
list of the Navy is temporarily increased from 131,485 
during the period from July 1, 1919, to Sept. 30, 1919, 
to 241,000 men; from Oct. 1, 1919, to Dec. 31, 1919, to 
191,000 men; and from Jan. 1, 1920, to June 30, 1920, 
to 170,000 men; and the Secretary of the Navy is au- 
thorized to call to or continue on active service on 
strictly naval duties, with their consent, such numbers 
of the male members of the Naval Reserve Force (other 
than commissioned and warrant officers) as may be nec- 
essary to supply deficiencies to maintain the total au- 
thorized strength for the periods herein authorized. 
There is to be no recall of Reserves to active duty or 
training the coming year except as above. 

Provision is made for counting all active duty as 
reserve officer in computing service of enlisted men for 
retirement and as continuous service in an enlistment 
from which temporarily commissioned, and for return to 
former status. 

Female members of the N.R.F. and M.C.R. shall go 


to inactive duty within thirty days aftéF’ approval of ° 


this act. Members of N.R.F. must be released from 
duties ordinarily performed by civilians; but for dem- 
onstrated efficiency they may be continued as temporary 
civil appointees, with opportunity to qualify under Civil 
Service rules. 

Enrolled men of the Naval Reserve Force and of the 
Marine Corps Reserve, other than commissioned and 


warrant officers, who have performed active duty during - 


the war, may, upon their own application, be transferred 
to the regular Navy and Marine Corps, respectively, to 
serve the unexpired term. Should have at least one 
year to serve in reguiar Navy before expiration of cur- 
rent enlistment. Re-enlistment pay is .authorized. 

Honorable discharge and travel pay of five cents are 
provided for men discharged honorably from short en- 
listments. . 

Enlistments during the war, April 7, 1917-Nov. 11, 
1918, shall be deemed period of emergency enlistments, 
and men discharged from such enlistments may receive 
the gratuity pay if re-enlieting within four months. 

Period of war enlistments may be extended one, two, 
three or four full years, with one month’s gratuity pay 
for each year so extended. 


Pay. 
The Pay Corps hereafter is to be called the Supply 


rps. 

The emergency rates of pay prescribed in the act ap- 
proved May 22, 1917, are made the permanent rates of 
pay of enlisted men of Navy and Marine Corps during 
their present current enlistment and for those who enlist 
or re-enlist prior to July 1, 1920, for the term of such 
enlistment or re-enlistment. 

Warrant officers of the Navy on shore duty beyond 
the continental limits of the U.S. shall, while so serving 
and from time of departure from and until time of re- 
turn to said limits under orders to or from sueh for- 
eign shore duty, receive same pay as is now or may be 
authorized by law for warrant officers on sea duty: 
Provided, That this paragraph shall be effective from 
April 6, 1917. 

Hereafter Asst. Paymr. John Flynn, U.S.N., shall be 
regarded as having been appointed as an assistant pay- 
master on June 20, 1917, with rank as such immediately 
after Asst. Paymr. Henry Guilmette. George E. May- 
nard, Arthur B. McCrary, Axel Lindblad, Seldon L. 
Almon and William E. O’Connor shall be regarded as 
having been appointed ensigns, U.S.N., June 28, 1917. 
No back pay, allowances or other emoluments in either 
case. 

The pay of midshipmen is raised to $780 per annum. 

Mileage of five cents to midshipmen entering the 
Naval Academy subsequent to June 1, 1919. 

The Naval Academy band pay is raised, the figures 
ranging from $44 to $81 per month for the enlisted 
personnel and pay and allowances of first lieutenant for 
the leader. 

All former Government employees who have entered 
the U.S. military or naval Service of the U.S. in the 
war with the German Geyernment shall be reinstated 
on application to their former positions if they have re- 
ceived an honorable discharge and are qualified to per- 
form the duties of the position. 

For completion of five Goast Guard cutters, the limit 
of cost is raised to $3,500,000 from $2,850,000. 

Marine Corps. 

The authorized enlisted st of the active list of 
the Marine Corps is temporarily increased to 27,400, 
plus such number of men as may be serving with the 
American Expeditionary Forces abroad: Provided, That 
the average number of enlisted men of the Marine Corps 
on active duty during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1920, shall not exceed 27,400, distribution in the various 
grades to be made in the same proportion as provided 
under existing law. 

Pay funds, Marine Corps, shall be available for spe- 
cial allowance for maintenance to officers and men sery- 
ing under unusual conditions. 

The Marine Corps clothing appropriation hereafter 
shall be available for purchase of uniforms, accouter- 
ments and equipment for sale at cost price to officers 
under regulations of the Secretary of the Navy. 

The Marine Corps, except when on duty with the 
Army, is to have the Navy ration. 

Appropriations for Increase of the Navy,

SENATE NAVAL COMMITTEE HEARINGS. 
Bureau Chiefs Urge Increased Appropriations. 


Navy bureau chiefs attended the opening session of 
the hearings of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
on June 18 practically in a body for the purpose of urg- 
ing that the Senate reconsider the appropriations as 
carried in the House bill. As was to be expected, each of 
the officers who expressed his views to the committee 
insisted that the eut in the appropriations of approxi- 
mately one-third by the House would result in an iney- 
itable lowering of the efficiency of the naval establish- 
ment during the coming year. Rear Admiral Christian J. 
Peoples, assistant chief of the Bureau, of Supplies and 
Accounts, who was the first officer to appear, limited his 
statement practically to the clearing up of technical and 
typographical errors that appeared in the bill as it was 
sent from the House. ‘He said: that, to a large extent, 
the regulation of Supplies and Accounts items was 


‘merely a matter of mathematical computation when the 


personnel was changed. He answered a few questions 
by committee members as to amounts of pay and allow- 
ances. 

Rear Admiral J. 8S. McKean, Acting Chief of Naval 
Operations, said: “The policy of the department as te 
the number of ships to be kept in commission has nor 
changed since I made my statement before the House 
committee.” He urged a fleet of twenty-nine battleships 
as a minimum naval force of the near future. In speak- 
ing of the change in personnel, which the House appro- 
priation would reduce to 241,000 men until Oct. 1, 
191,000 until Jan. 1, and 171,000 thereafter, he de- 
clared: “I cannot see those figures at all. We based our 
estimates on the minimum that we could keep in the 
Service through next years To cut any lower will nat- 
urally impair the efficiency of the Navy in some re- 
spect.” Admiral McKean then explained the method of 
arriving at the number of ships, their identity and the 
complements of each as in his statement made two weeks 
ago before the House committee. He also spoke of the 
mine sweeping operations which are being carried on in 
the North Sea under the direction of Rear Admiral 
Jéseph Strauss. He told the Senators that he had 
nothing new to go into the record, but that he would 
repeat it or not at their pleasure. Senator Page, chair- 
man of the committee, said he had heard the testimony 
before the House committee and, in view of its value, 
asked Admiral McKean to repeat it for the benefit of 
members of his committee. 

Capt. Richard H. Leigh, Acting Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, who appeared next, said: “We now have 
orders to reduce our personnel te 250,000 by July 1. 
This figure includes the 8,000 yeomen (f) and 1,000 
yeomen who are doing similar work.” 

“Then that figure corresponds to the figure of 241,000 
set by the House,” observed the chairman. “How will 
you make-the cut?” 

Captain Leigh said: “We were able to do it by dis 
charging men from the Navy headquarters and men in 
training school complements.” He then repeated his 
statement before the House committee showing the seri- 
ous outlook faced by the Navy in obtaining men unless 
provision is made to fill up the gaps with Reservists. 

Needs of Aviation Division. 

Capt. T. T. Craven, Chief of the Naval Aviation 
Division, told the committee that the cut to $15,000,000 
would result in doing away entirely with the develop- 
ment of the lighter-than-air type of aircraft, which, he 
indicated, should be the most important work of the 
Navy air forces in the future. He said it had been 
planned to expend $10,500,000 for the work with dirigi- 
bles alone. He had planned the construction of two 
hangars at $2,000,000 each, the construction of two 
large dirigibles at $2,000,000 each, and the purchase of 
a large airshiip from the British at approximately 
$2,500,000. Speaking of the development of the lighter- 
than-air program, Captain Craven said: “Battles in 
the future will be decided in the air. It has been esti- 
mated that a dirigible is comparable to a battleship. 
The British claim that it is worth two scout cruisers, 
and I agree with that. Great Britain has fourteen of 
these, Germany had fifteen before the war, and we have 
none.” 

Captain Craven in urging an increased appropriation 
for naval aviation said Great Britain intended to spend 

,000,000 next year for the development of aviation 
and France $200,000,000. Asked by Chairman Page 
why. Great Britain contemplated spending such a large 
sum he said it was Britain’s avowed intention “to 
dominate the air as she has the sea.” He added that the 
British already had made rapid strides in that direction, 
and that if the United States did not want to be hope- 
lessly outdistanced it should make liberal appropriations 
immediately. He asked also for funds to continue the 
development of the heavier-than-air type of aircraft, 
particularly for work with the fleets. He said the al- 
lowance for personnel was enough, indicating that un- 
less the appropriation can be increased the personnel 
might be cut down. 

Rear Admiral David W. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, recommended that provision 
should be made in the bill for equipping the New York, 
Philadelphia and Norfolk navy yards so that the econ- 
struction of the ships of the 1916 building program 
could be carried forward satisfactorily. 

Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., 
reiterated his request for a temporary increase in the 
Marine Corps to meet the demands of European service. 
He pointed out that there are now nearly 20,000 Ma- 
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rines in Wrance, and that the 27,000 allowed by the 
House was totally inadequate for the needs of the 
Service. He continued to ask for a temporary provision 
for 46,000. 


Opposition to Department of. the Air. 


Unalterable Navy opposition to the suggested amal- 
gamation of the Army and Navy Air Services in a De- 
partment of the Air was expressed by Secretary Daniels 
before the committee on June 19. The question as to 
the advisability of such a plan was raised by Senator 
Page, who asked: “What duplication of effort would 
there be, Mr. Secretary, if the House appropriation of 
$15,000,000 for cach the Army. and the Navy is al- 
lowed to stand?” Secretary Daniels said: ‘There could 
be no duplication, because the amounts are too low. We 
wouldn’t be able to do anything, at all.” Senator Page 
asked: “Is it not wise to combine all the air forces of 
the country?” Mr. Daniels replied: 

“Aviation in the Navy is strictly a sea business. We 
have resisted every suggestion that we form an amalga- 
mated service. The Navy air force is as much a part of 
the fleet as destroyers, submarines and cruisers. I feel 
it would -be as unwise to have a combined air service 
which would control Navy aeronautics as to have some 
organization control Navy ordnance, cruisers or battle- 
ships. It would weaken the Service and show a lack 
of vision, In Great Britain, where they have a con- 
solidated air service, of course, there are various opin- 
ions expressed as to its success or failure. The naval 
offgers in England do not talk for publication, so we are 
not able to quote any of them; but from our observa- 
tions in Great Britain, it appeared that it was not a 
good thing for the navy. Some changes were made in 
the administration so as to give the navy a bigger voice 
in the control of affairs.” : 

Mr. Daniels began his statement by.saying: “I wish 
to conyey_my impression of the extreme importance in 
the development and progress of the aviation service in 
the Navy. The Department is in perfect harmony with 
the committees of the House and the Senate to economize 
as closely as possible. Therefore, I feel prepared to say 
that instead of urging Congress to allow us the original 
amount of $46,000,000 we feel if Congress appropriates 
$36,000,000 for naval aviation purposes we will be able 
to proceed along the same lines as those which cul- 
minated in the first successful flight across the At- 
lantic by a Navy machine. 

“My feeling is that aviation will in the near future do 
the work that we formerly looked to fast craft to do— 
act as the eyes of the fleet. With sufficient aircraft of 
modern type, no fleet could approach anywhere near our 
shores without our knowing it. In this line I might 
say that I think we should look to fighting preventive 
battles in the future. And, gentlemen, when I speak of 
modern type aircraft, I do not mean the ships we have 
now, because development is so rapid in this Service. 
When you build a battleship, it is good for fifteen years; 

ut when you build an airship you hope that it won’t 
be very valuable for more than a year. 

“There has been some disposition to make the same 
sort of specific appropriations for the Air Service as 
for other appropriation items,” Mr, Daniels continued, 
“but until this service is more fully developed, I think 
the appropriation should be in a lump sum, Otherwise 
I am afraid we would be hampered in proceeding along 
the lines it appears to us best. If aviation makes the 
same strides in the next six months that it has recently, 
I expect I will have to come before you in December and 
ask for more money.” f . 3 

Secretary Daniels asked for the inclusion in the bill 
of an appropriation of $20,000 for the publishing of the 
Shipping Bulletin, prepared for the purpose of advising 
shippers of the whereabouts of merchant shipping 
throughout the world. Under the discussion of this 
item, the subject of radio was brought up, and Mr. 
Daniels announced his intention of asking Congress at 
some future time to place all wireless communication 
under government control. He said: “Wireless is an 
activity that must sooner or later become a monopoly. 
In my opinion it ought to be controlled by the Gov- 
ernment.” 

Disposition of Coast Guard Undecided. 

Senator McCormack brought up the subject of the 
Coast Guard. “Mr. Secretary, the Coast Guard is now 
operating under the Navy Department,” he said. “There 
are some of us who are disposed to believe that it should 
continue in that way. Are you free to tell the commit- 
tee what your views are on that subject?” 

Mr. Daniels replied: “I have just received a letter 
from the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce in which they asked my views. I replied that 
I preferred that no aciion be taken at this time. I 
understand that they have two bills before them, one 
for the return of the Coast Guard to the Treasury and 
one for the continuing of it in the Navy Establishment. 
I have had some conferences with Secretary Glass, but 
we felt that until the emergency should be at an end 
no change should be made. At that time it will be 
possible for us to hear the pros and cons of the subject. 
There are good reasons why it should be amalgamated 
with the Navy, and there are also reasons or precedents 
to show why it should remain under the Treasury De- 
partment. Of course, in the Navy we admit that we 
can carry it on better than anybody else, but there is 
also a disposition in the Treasury to believe that they 
can do it better.” 

Secretary Daniels was followed by Comdr. Claude B. 
Mayo, in charge of the recreational and welfare work of 
the Bureau of Navigation. He asked for an appropria- 
tion of $700,000 rather than the $400,000 allowed by 
the House to take care of this special work which the 
Navy has undertaken to such a large extent since the 
beginning of the war. Committee members showed great 
interest in the Navy welfare program presented by Com- 
mander Mayo. 

Petty Officers and Yeomen (F.) Appear. 


Chief Yeoman R. W. White appeared before the com- 
mittee for the purpose of asking an increase in the pay 
of chief petty officers of the Navy. He asked an in- 
crease from $55 a month at the beginning to $99 a 
month and from $99 after twenty years’ service to $143 
a month as a maximum. Yeoman White was followed 
by a delegation of yeomen (F.) who petitioned the com- 
mittee to allow them to remain in the Navy rather than 
be transferred to the civil service. Yeomen Louise 
Larned and Rose Stokes, both draughtsmen in the Bu- 
rean of Construction and Repair, spoke for the yeomen 
(f,). They asked that they be allowed to continue ‘to 
wear the uniform, which right they had earned by the 
duties performed during the war. é 

After they had presented their petition, Chairman 
Page announced that the committee would go into execu-

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SENATE COMMITTEE MILITARY HWARINGS. 
Secretary Baker Urges Army of 509,909 Men. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs opened its 
hearings on the Army Appropriation bill on June 16 
with Secretary of War Baker and Gen. Peyton O. 
March, Chief of Staff, as the first speakers. Secretary 
Baker strongly urged the Senate to rectify what he 
termed the mistake made by the House Military Com- 
mittee and the House itself by way of retrenchment at 
the sacrifice of Army interests, saying: “I do not be- 
lieve that it is possible for the Army to reduce its num- 
berg, rapidly enough to maintain an average of 400,000. 
We must keep a necessary force to patrol our outlying 
possessions, keep a force in Texas, throughout the United 
States as custodians and guards of the tremendous 
amount of Army property, and in the coast defenses. 
The War Department has a vast accumulation of stores, 
both military and non-military, and a great many men 
are needed for the purpose of watching over this prop- 
erty. There are also many sick and wounded, with the 
necessary doctors, nurses and attendants, and guards 
who must be maintained. In addition, we have enormous 
supplies in France which the French government can’t 
permit us to sell in the market immediately. Until we 
can dispose of them we will need a substantial number 
of men for guard duty. I do not believe that we can 
predict that the amount reported to the House on the 
basis of an Army of 400,000 will be sufficient. I wish 
to repeat my recommendation that appropriations be 
based on an average Army of 509, men. It may well 
be that we will not need all of this amount, but if we 
don’t it will be turned back into the Treasury. The War 
Department has no desire to keep men in the Service 
longer than necessary. I desire to open my statement 
with the very earnest request that the Senate consider 
the uncertain conditions and demands of the present.” 

Mr. Baker added that he had not yet had time to 
read the House bill in full, but commented upon the 
proviso ‘which prohibits the expenditure of any money 
appropriated therein or heretofore for the purchase of 
real estate. Following the Secretary’s statement that 
“the loss to the Government and the embarrassment to 
the War Department would be prodigious if the pro- 
vision is allowed to stand,” he turned to the item for 
recreational and educational facilities, requesting that 
provision be made for these items cut out by the House. 
He said: “I believe the only way we can have an Army 
is by making it an education in itself. Nothing in the 
Army has been so spectacular or inspirational as the 
education systerm instituted in the A.E.F. since the sign- 
ing of the armistice. I believe if Congress continues to 
authorize us to carry on educational plans for the 
Army we will have an entirely different type of young 
men in it.”’ The amount asked for these purposes is 
$6,067,000. 

Replying to a question from Senator Wadsworth as 
to the prospects of enlisting 500,000 men Mr. Baker 
said that would be as easy as enlisting 100,000 if Con- 
gress saw fit to make the Army an educational insti- 
tution. Mr. Chamberlain interrupted to say he didn’t 
think it would be possible to get the men except under 
compulsion. 

Mr. Baker replied: “I don’t agree with you, Senator. 
I think compulsion is the very negation of education.” 
He then cited the large percentage of re-enlistments as 
an indication of the popularity of the Army among men 
recently discharged. e caused considerable amuse- 
ment by suggesting as One advantage for enlistment the 
opportunity of the enlisted man to meet “the right kind 
of girls.” The Secretary asked the committee to trans- 
fer to The Adjutant General's Office an unexpended bal- 
ance of $8,931,051.57 from the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral’s appropriation for the purpose of taking care of 
records of drafted men which have been sent to Wash- 
ington Barracks and which are now unclassified. In 
reply to a question by Senator Sutherland as to what 
plans the Army had for the development of specialized 
training schools for officers, Mr. Baker said: “The most 
important lesson that we learned during the war was 
that war is a matter of science. It is clear that no 
matter what kind of an establishment we may have, we 
must have a scientific research institution in which some 
research work will be going on and where the work of 
private.institutions will be correlated. I hope Congress 
will see fit, from time to time, to give us appropriations 
for the Engineers’ School at Camp Humphreys where 
we will have our school and research laboratory.” 

Chemical Warfare Service. 

Senator Chamberlain started a discussion as to the 
provisions to be made for. the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice, suggesting that it should be maintained as a sep- 
arate corps, as during the war. In reply, Secretary 
Baker maintained that during peace times it should be 
part of the Corps of Engineers, adding “My personal 
opinion is that gas will not be allowed in future wars.” 
This statement caused a buzz of comment, the upshot 
of which was that General March interposed the fol- 
lowing statement: “I believe the only safe policy for the 
United States is to keep ahead of all nations in the 
preparation and experimentation of gas so that we will 
be prepared at any time to use it if attacked in that 
manner. I feel that the Gas Defense Service and the 
Air Service are among the most important branches of 
our Army.” ; 

General March replied to questions by Mr. Chamber- 
lain that the Chemical Warfare Service could be de 
veloped as a reserve organization under the Corps of 
Engineers and when the Oregon Senator declared that 
‘sf the Engineer Corps or any other branch takes over 
the Chemical Warfare Service, the work won’t be 
done” General March replied, “I don’t agree with you.” 

Importance of Air Service. 

Senator Chamberlain then asked the Chief of Staff if 
he intended to keep a separate organization of the Air 
Service to which General March replied: 

“Yes, The Air Service will be developed into a fourth 
arm of equal importance with the Infantry, Cavalry and 
Artillery.” 





“y a very glad to hear you say that,” said Senator 
McKellar, “because all indications have been that you 
intended to scrap the Air Service.” 

othing of the sort,” said General March. “The Air 
Seiice has developed into one of the most important 
branches of the Army, have never and the Secretary 
of War has never sugg » a8 responsible head of the 
War Department, that the Air Service be abolished as 
a separate branch.” 
Uniwersal Training Planned. 

General March then outlined the reasons for the esti- 

mates as presented te the committee much the same as 
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he outlined them before the House committee, 
that the War Department estimate gave- 1,038,213 = 
the number of soldiers there would be in the Army on 
July 1,.1919. If the present rate of demobilization and 
transportation continues, he said, these would be divided 
as follows: 416,981 in the A.E.F. in Europe and 621,822 
in the United States, in Siberia, outlying territories and 
on the seas. He suggested that there are approximately 
235,000 needed in this gountes in camps, Coast Artillery 
defenses, in the territories and in Texas. Senator Wads- 
worth asked if he thought this t eventually become 
the size of the Regular Army for peace times. In re- 
ply General March said: “No, I do not. Besides the 
mere occupation needs, there has been planned a limited 
system of universal training and with the personnel 
anata to train these men it will take an Army ‘of 


The questioa of the organization of the Air Service 
again came up, and General March was asked whether 
there were any service squadrons organized to meet any 
situation that might develop on the Mexican border. 
General March said: “On paper there are, yes.” Sena- 
tor Wadsworth then asked whether he thought the ap- 
propriation based on an Army of 400,000 would be 
enough to carry the establishment through the year. He 
said: “I do not think that was the intention of the 
House Committee, according to the view expressed by 
Mr. Kahn when I talked with him. We couldn’t get 
along on that. I think they planned to legislate for 3 
permanent peace-time Army before the funds appropri- 
ated under this bill should run out.” Both Geasea 
March and Secretary Baker appeared to disregard en- 
tirely the cutting of the Army to 300,000 by the House. 


Military Intelligence Division. 
Brig. Gen. Marlborough Churchill, U.S.A., Direetor of 
the Military Intelligence Division of the General Staff, 
requested the Senate Committee on June 17 to increase 


the appropriation for his department from the ,000 
allowed by the House to the $500,000 o asked 
for in the War Department estimates. General Churchill 


made a preliminary confidential statement to members 
of the sub-committee before appearing before the full 
body to give information for the record. He outlined 
the importance of military intelligence work, both dur- 
ing the‘ war and in times of repeating much of 
the testimony he gave before House Committee with 
regard to the work of military attachés abroad and the 
preparation, evaluation and dissemination of informa- 
tion of military value concerning foreign countries. He 
brought out for the first time, however, the fact that 
the United States had members of the Military Intelli- 
gence Division in Germany during the war who obtained 
useful information both of a military and non-milita 
nature. In speaking of the book of information w 

the department prepares for officers and msible 
heads of bureaus and departments General Churchill 
said: “I believe if we had placed such a book, showing 
the psychology of the people and how best to treat them, 
in the hands of officers going to France, it would have 
been a great thing.” 


The Needs of the Air Service. 

Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Director of Air Ser- 
vice, asked the committee to allow the Air Service an 
appropriation sufficient to meet the needs of this branch 
as outlined by him before the House Committee. The 
principal item in the estimate was $30,000,000 for the 
construction of 1,050 planes of all types to equip pur- 
suit, bombing and reconnaissance squadrons which will 
be maintained according to the Air Service tables of 
organization. These planes will be constructed in addi- 
tion to 3,300 De Havilands, which are now on hand in 
the United States. He urged again that Congress allow 
the Air Service to complete its construction and pur- 
chase projects which include the obtaining of the tae- 
ton-Wright plant for experimental ineering purposes 
at Dayton, Ohio, the Curtiss-Elmw plant at Buffalo 
for storage and plane construction purposes, and the re- 
tention of the government owned airplane motor plant 
at Long Island City, N.Y. 

Senator Wadsworth then said: “In asking for these 
totals, General, I feel that you ought to tell the com- 
mittee in what way the work of the Army and Navy Air 
Services are overlapping.” General Menoher replied: 
“I don’t understand that we are asking for any appro- 
priation for work which the Navy is duplicating.” - In+ 
terposing, Senator Chamberlain said: “It seems to me 
that the Navy and Army should operate together to 
adopt a standard plane; is there any successful liaison 
system at the present time between the two Services?’ 
General Menoher replied that although an informal 
Army and Navy board had been constituted, little had 
been accomplished owing to the fact that the board is 
without authority. 


Asked what progress was being made both in military © 


and commercial aeronautics in the Allied countries, Gen- 
eral Menoher gave figures of estimates showing the de- 
velopments on the part of Great Britain and ce in 
policy and lavish estimates for the maintenance of the 
military and commercial air services. These figures he 
asked to be omitted from the record because he doubted 
the propriety of publishing them in connection with a 
Senate hearing. 

To a question asked by Senator Thomas, chairman of 
the sub-committee on aviation, as to the detachment of 
Major Gen. William L. Kenly from the Air Service, Gen- 
eral Menoher explained that the tables of organization, 
prepared by the General Staff, provided for only one 
major general in the Air Service composed of the com- 
bined Division of Military Aeronautics and Bureau of 
Aircraft Production and that on taking the directorate 
he was compelled to report General Kenly as surplus. 

Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Director of Military 
Aeronautics, then described the method by which the 
peace organization of the Air Service was arrived at, 
stating: 

“The Air Service was told by the General Staff that 
we would be allowed 22,000 enlisted men and 2,000 offi- 
cers. ‘This would include all officers except observers, 
none of whom are provided for. The Air Serviee was 
told to take this number of men and Li gd as well as 
it was possible to do. During the war the United States 
acted as a reservoir for personnel and matériel, bein 
prepared for European service. When I came ba 
there was not a single service squadron and not a single 
service airplane in this country. We tock our allotment 
of men and recommended an organization which, it 
seemed, would serve the country best. We cut the num- 
ber of men in the units down to a minimum consistent 
with maintaining any semblance of a proper organiza- 


tion. 
Air Service Organization. 
“These plans called for fifty-six skeleton squadrons 
thirteen abroad, in the Philippines, Hawaii and Pansmeat 
fifteen with the Coast Artillery defenses; eleven obser- 
vation; four bombardment and eight pursuit squadrons.

The lighter-than-air program calls for forty-six com- 
panies, eleven observation balloon companies in the out- 
lying territories, eleven with the Coast Artillery, five 
dirigibles and the remainder with the mobile units. Sub- 
sidiary services, such as anti-aircraft artillery, radio, 
liaison and park companies, including repair, supply and 
salvage units, were not provided for. We have recom- 
mended an appropriation of $30,000,000 for planes. This 
will enable us to maintain 700 with service units at an 
average cost of $29,000 for each plane, plus 350 for re- 
placements. These are merely flying planes and not 
service planes. To make them fit for war purposes they 
must have armament, radio equipment and photographic 
attachments. If we don’t get at least a small number of 
service planes now, I don’t know where the Air Service 
will end. The equipment I have seen in this country 
is better than I have seen anywhere. I have been par- 
ticularly struck with the excellence of the technical see- 
tion. All we need is to provide means for developing 
and experimenting, and to a limited extent, constructing 
new equipment.” He said in reply te a question by Mr. 
New that if he was called upon to furnish service units 
at once he could do nothing now, for the Air Service had 
no squadrons. He added, in answer to a question by 
Mr. Wadsworth, that the Army was duplicating the 
work of the Navy in practically everything. “Bombing, 
pursuit, surveillance and attack work is essentially the 
same with the Navy and the Army. The Navy is acta- 
ally instructing, in some cases, with land machines. I 
have heard some statements to the effect that Great 
Britain has found a consolidated air force unsuccessful ; 
but that is net true.” 

Senator New asked if this pointed toward a consoli- 
dated air service for the United States. General Mit- 
chell said: “I don’t see how we can get away from it. 
Fighting in the air is the same everywhere. I firmly 
believe that in the future, before you can have a mastery 
of thé sea or of the land, you must first gain a mastery 
of, the air. I would assign permanent units to the land 
ana water forces for observation purposes and then draw 
from a central reservoir combat air forces.” 


The Signal Corps. 


Col. Charles McK. Saltzman, Acting Chief Signal 
Officer, added to the weight of testimony to the effect 
that the appropriations allowed by the House of ,Repre- 
sentitives was so low that it would seriously hamper 
the work of the Army. He spoke of two projects main- 
tained by the Signal Corps which would be seriously 
affected by the wholesale cut made by the House. His 
statement bore out the observation of Brig. Gen. Her- 
bert M. Lord, Director of Finance, that “the cut in the 
House was not at all scientific. For instance, they cut 
the amount provided for the pay of retired officers and 
that item is in no way affected by the reduction of the 
average from 500,000 to 300,000 men.” . 

Colonel Saltzman spoke first of the operation of the 
commercial telephone lines by the Signal Corps both in 
this country and in France. He asked $400,000 in addi- 
tion to the sum of $895,000 allowed by the House for 
this item. He then asked an increase in the item for 
maintenance of the Alaska-Washington commercial cable 
line, pointing out that only $140,000 was asked for in 
all for this purpose and that it would be necessary to 
lay fifty miles of new cable at $1,000 a mile during the 
next fiscal year. 

Needs of Other Services. 

Senator Wadsworth asked General Lord: “I suppose 
that if the Army is fixed at 500,000, the War Depart- 
ment will issue a large number of additional commis- 
sions to temporary officers?” 

“No,” replied General Lord, “they will just be held 
with temporary commissions.” 

Brig. Gen. Edward H. DeArmond (Major, Field 
Art.), asked a nominal! appropriation of $15,000 for 
the maintenance of Artillery Firing Centers at Camps 
Braggs, Knox and Taylor. These schools, he said, are 
already established, and with the War Department plan 
of developing this system of education, they should be 


continued if only on a small sca.c until permanent 
peace-time plans are adopted. 
Col. John R. R. Hannay, Inf., and Col. Edwin P. 


Wolfe, Med. Corps, appeared before the committee, the 
former to defend the original War Department estimates 
for pay and subsistence of the Army, and the latter the 
original estimates for the Medical Corps, both of which 
had been cut in the House. They had no new testimony 
to offer, but both declared that the amounts originally 
requested were essential to the success of their branches. 

The day’s hearings closed with the appearance of Brig. 
Gen. Richard C. Marshall, jr., Chief of the Construc- 
tion Division, Q.M.C., who said: “There can be no 
question but the amount appropriated in the House bill 
is so small that it will inevitably result in a deficiency.” 


He urged the construction of permanent barracks for 
all Texas border troops, saying: “It is plain that we 
will have to maintain a permanent border patrol in 


Texas for a long time to come, and on account of the 
hardships of living there, these men deserve esp¢cial 
consideration.” 
Recreation and EducationaP Facilities. 

y of War Frederick P. Kep- 
session of June 1S asked an appropriation of 
$8,000,000 for recreation and educational facilities of 
the Army. He said that the prime reason for the need 
of this item, cut to practically nothing by the Heuse,

was a military one. “We found during the war,” he 
continued, “that the ideal army requires men of 600 dif- 
ferent trades. We furnished a large number of men 


with technical training to the Army during the war.” In 
speaking of the recreational phase of thé work, he said: 
“It is hard to differentiate between the welfare work and 
the military, on account of its value as a factor in main- 
taining morale. I believe this will be more responsi- 
ble for the good conduct of the soldiers than anything 
else.” 

General Marshall, Chief of the Construction Division, 
appeared again before the committee to further defend 
the estimate of $73,330,328 for construction and mainte- 
nance purposes. He repeated the testimony he had given 
before the House committee to the effect that only ten 
per cent. of this amount is required for new construe- 
tion. General Marshall stated that necessary construc- 
tion and repair must continue at least until a definite 
policy has been determined upon by the country. He 
cited this as the reason why it is neccssary to maintain 
twenty-six camps and cantonments, thirteen of which 
will be occupied. It costs, General Marshall said, ap- 
proximately one-third as much to keep an unoccupied 
camp as one which is in active use. In some instances 
such cost for occupied camps amounts to more than 
$200,000, * 

“If they cost this much,” suggested Senator Cham- 
berlain, “they had better be sent to the scrap heap when 
they are no longer needed.” 

“Yes,” said General Marshall, “when that can be de- 


termined ; but we can’t do that until we have a policy for 
the future of the Army.” 

The next item presented by General Lord, who through- 
out the hearings saw to it that the estimates were pre- 
sented by the proper officers and that they were de- 
fended, was for incidental expenses amounting to $50,- 
831,000 including $49,607,000 for pay of civilian help. 
Col. Charles D. Palmer supported the estimate for eciv- 
ilian help, coritending that the employment of civilians 
in the dismantling of camps would effect an economic 
saving to the Government. In the place of using emer- 
gency enlisted men for a period of three or four months, 
he said, the Government had effected a saving of ap- 


proximately $18,000,000 in the removing of buildings and ‘ 


equipment by discharging these enlisted men and hiring 
civilian wreckers. 

Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of 
the Army, appeared before the committee next, for the 
purpose of urging the appropriation and authority nec- 
essary to enable the Medical Corps to proceed with the 
Walter Reed Hospital project, outlined by him in the 
hearings before the House committee. General Ireland 
asked the sum of $350,000 for the purchase of land north 
of the Walter Reed Hospital in Takoma Park, D.C. 
The Surgeon General emphasized the need ‘of a properly 
equipped and adequate research laboratory for the proper 
assimilation of the lessons learned during the war. 

Motor Transport and Engineers School. 

Brig. Gen. Charles B. Drake, Chief of the Motor 
Transport Corps, appeared for a few minutes to repeat 
his request for appropriations sufficient to maintain the 
Army motor service at its best efficiency. He testified 
that the work of the Motor Transport Corps is greater 
in the United States now than it was before the close 
of hostilities. It developed that the Army is hiring civ- 
ilians to drive motor cars and trucks at $90 to $120 per 
month in order that enlisted men may become available 
for discharge. 

Col. Frederick V. Abbot, Corps of Engineers, substi- 
tuted for Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of Engi- 
neers, in presenting the requests for funds to carry on 
the work incident to the expansion and maintenance of 
the Engineer School at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va. 
Colonel Abbot declared that the sum of $3,000,000 was 
indispensable if the activities at Humphreys, which had 
become so important during the war, were to be carried 
on. It is the plan of the War Department to teach sub- 
jects at the Engineer School that were formerly taught 
at West Point, and under the new scheme of specializa- 
tion in post-graduate work such an institution is essen- 
tial to the maintaining of efficient Engineer personnel. 

In speaking of some of the projected subjects of ex- 
perimentation and development Colonel Abbot said: “We 
must develop new types of pontoon bridges. At the 
present time we are using the same kind that we used in 
the Civil War, and in some instances, even the identical 
bridges. We must also experiment with searchlights. 
Although we now have what I consider to be the best 
searchlight in the world, we must continue to develop it. 
It has been determined that the most successful way to 
combat air raids is by a combination use of search- 
lights and pursuit planes. Any one of these things 
fully developed will save the Government millions of 
dollars in time of war.” The Senate committee was 
also asked to amend the appropriation item for construc- 
tion and maintenance of military post roads, trails and 
bridges in Alaska to read $300,000 instead of $100,000 
as carried in the House bill. 

Chemical Warfare Service Order. 


The most striking testimony given during the hearings 
was that of Major Gen. William L. Sibert, Director of 
the Chemical Warfare Service, and Lieut. Col. Amos A. 
Fries, formerly Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service 
in the A.E.F. Both officers testified that they were in 
favor of continuing the Chemical Warfare Service as a 
separate organization in preference to having it amal- 
gamated into the Corps of Engineers, but that their ad- 
viee had not been sought nor considered by the Chief of 
Staff when the change to the Corps of Disteses was 
made. General Sibert, under whose direction the first 
American gas was shipped to Europe, gave public an- 
nouncement for the first time of the official order which 
returned the Chemical Warfare Service to the juris- 
diction of the Corps of Engineers. While it has been a 
matter of common knowledge that such a move was con- 
templated, the actual order had not heretofore been made 
public. The order was in the nature of a communica- 
tion from The Adjutant General’s Office instrueting Gen- 
eral Sibert to prepare to transfer all records and files of 
the department to the Corps of Engineers, as the or- 
ganization and maintenance of the Chemical Warfare 
Service would be administered by that corps. 

Senator Chamberlain asked General Sibert: “Do you 

feel that this service should be subordinated to the 
Engineers,” 
General Sibert: “No, sir, I do not think an Engi- 
neer officer should be detailed three or four years on a 
tour of duty with the Chemical Warfare Service and 
then three or four years with rivers and harbors, because 
in that way he will not be equipped to handle the duties 
of the Gas Service when he is assigned to it.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “When did you take charge of 
this service?” 

General Sibert: “In May, 1918.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “How much 
shipped to Europe at tbat time.” 

General Sibert: “None.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Where did the suggestion come 
from combining your service with the Engineers?” 

General Sibert: “I don’t know, except what I ean 
gather from orders.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Have you recommended that 
it be continued separately?’ . 

General Sibert: “I haven’t been asked for an expres- 
sion of my opinion. My work has been largely with 
the Assistant Secretary of War, Mr. Crowell.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Does he agree with you, that 
it ought to be maintained separately?’ 

General Sibert: “He has told me so.” 

The Director of the Chemical Warfare Service then 
discussed the importance of the dye industry to the man- 
ufacture and experimentation of poisonous gases. He 
said: “By-products of the dye industry are necessary in 
the production of five of our principal gases. I believe 
that if a nation can be prevented from making dyestuffs 
it is hampered more in a military way than any other 
manner I-know of.” General Sibert said he had planned, 
if the Service had not been dissolved, to form an organ- 
ization in which a distinguished chemist might be com- 
missioned in the Army and carry on experimental and 
research work in co-operation with colleges and univer- 
sities throughout the country. It would have been nec- 





gas has been 


essary, he said, however, to carry on much of the work 
in government laboratories because of the secret processes 
involved.' The work of the Service, he pointed out, was 
not only in the manufacture and preparation of deadly 
gases, but i 


also in offensive and defensive tactics and in 
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training the entire Army in the use of and defense 
against gas, 
Colonel Fries on Gas Service. 

Colonel Fries followed General Sibert, explaining tho 
attempt he had made to have the Chemical Warfare Ser 
viee continued as a separate corps. He said: “Three 
weeks after the close of hostilities, I submitted a memo- 
randum to the Commander-in-Chief of the Expedition- 
ary Force to the effect that I believed this service to 
be of sufficient importance to be maintained separately, 
I requested that I be relieved and be sent to Washing- 
ton to present the field view of the matter. General 
Pershing acted on my suggestion and I reported here 
after having been highly complimented on the Service 
in France. Thereafter I took a month’s leave of ab- 
sence. Upon my return I learned that the Service had 
lost its identity, and I immediately asked General Sibert 
if he had any objections to my taking the matter up 
with the Cliief of Staff. He said he had none, and | 
made a tentative appointment with General March 
through his secretary. When I went to keep the ap- 
Pointment, I was told by the secretary that if I had 
come to discuss the matter of the amalgamation of the 
Servites there was no use in my seeing him, as it was 
a closed matter. Thereupon, I asked that I be given 
three or four minutes to explain to him the importance 
of the work in France. This was denied me.” 

Senator Chamberlain, who has been particularly in- 
terested in the disposal of the Chemical Warfare and 
Air Services, then addressed Colonel Fries and the fol- 
lowing colloquy took place. 

Sengtor Chamberlain: “Did you ever speak to the 
Chief of Staff?” 

Colonel Fries: “Yes, for two or three minutes on my 
arrival in’Washington. I went to pay him my respects, 
but the talk was very general. He introduced me to the 
Secretary of War, and we talked for a few minutes, but 
aside from complimenting me on the work in France, I 
think, and a little very general talk we did not discuss 
the situation.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “Pardon me, General, but you 
were decorated, were you not?” 

Colonel Fries: “Yes, I have two foreign decorations. 
Commander of the Legion of Honor of France and Com- 
panion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George of 
England.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “I am glad to see that the 
French and British have recognized the value of your 
services. Did the American Government recognize 
them?” 

Colonel Fries: “I was highly complimented on the 
work done in France, but if you mean by a decoration, 
no, I did not receive one.” 

Senator Chamberlain: “It looks as if the American 
Government rewarded you by demoting you from briga- 
dier general to lieutenant colonel.” 

Colonel Fries: “The French and British paid us the 
great compliment of organizing their gas defense system 
after ours toward the end of the war.” In speaking of 
the value of the Chemical Warfare Service, Colonel 
Fries said: “We are going to have to police Mexico, or 
the Philippines, Haiti, or San Domingo some time. All 
of these countries have no gas masks. Any sort of gas 
attack would be very effective against them. We could 
either kill them, if that were the policy, or we could 
merely incapacitate them by using tear gas, and cap- 
ture them in any manner we saw fit.” 

G. H. Dorr, Assistant Director of Munitions, under- 
took to show the fallacy in adopting the proviso at- 
tached to the House bill which would prevent the War 
Department from purchasing any real estate with the 
appropriations contained in the 1920 bill or with funds 
previously appropriated. He pointed out that the Gov- 
ernment has hundreds of millions of dollars of fixtures 
in the way of barracks, manufacturing plants and ware- 
houses on leased ground, or ground which is in the 
process of being purchased by the Government. Much 
of this land has been contracted for, tenants removed 
and the property has been subjected to damage, but 
title has not yet passed to the Government. Mr. Dorr 
showed that in case these contracts are not fulfilled by 
the Government the War Department will be subject to 
considerable embarrassment and loss. It was the policy 
of the department, ke said, to protect investments al- 
ready made by securing title to the land in cases where 
that action would involve less expense than an absolute 
abandonment. 

At an evening session of the committee Major Gen. 
Clarence C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance, appeared to 
ask for a large appropriation to assist the Ordnance 
Department in selling its surplus equipment. His state- 
ment was practically the same as that given by him 
before the House committee. The same was true also 
of the officers who followed him, Col. F. J. Morrow and 
Major T. K. Lewis of the Committee on Education and 
Special Training, and Major Gen. Jesse McI. Carter, 
Chief gf the Militia Bureau. The committee adjourned 
at 11:30 p.m. and on the morning of June 19 went into 
executive session to consider the bill. As noted on page 
1474 the sub-committee made a full report on the bill to 
the Military Committee on June 20.

INVESTIGATION OF WAR EXPENDITURES 

Representative William J. Graham, chairman of the 
House committee that is to investigate the contracts 
awarded during the war and the general administrative 
conduct of war activities, announced on June 17 the per- 
sonnel of the five sub-committees that are to divide the 
work of the investigation. The sub-committees inelude: 
On aviation—Frear, Magee and Lea. On camps and 
cantonments—McKenzie, McCulloch and Doremus. Ex- 
penditures abroad—Johnson, Bland and Flood. Quar- 
termaster Corps—Reavis, MacGregor and Donovan. 
Ordnance—Graham, Jeffries and Garrett. The general 
committee is expected to go into the expenditures of the 
General Staff of the Army. : 

The investigation of the war-time expenditures of 
the War Department, which is to be conducted by a 
special committee of the House of Representatives, was 
begun informally on June 19 when the sub-committee 
on foreign expenditures heard the testimony of Sergt. 
Charles B. Maicolm, 23d Engrs., concerning the alleged 
wanton destruction of large quantities of Government 
property in France. Sergeant Malcolm testified that in 
the last week of March of this year he saw a fire burn- 
ing on a road midway between Souilly and Ippecourt, at 
a so-called salvage dump, that was fed with Army sup- 
plies. He said he saw about 700 pairs of new breeches, 
500 rifles in good condition, twenty-five unopened boxes 
of small arms ammunition, 800 pairs of old and new 
rubber boots, 200 leather holsters and ten carloads of 
hay destroyed. He reported the matter to Capt. W, 
L. Clark, commanding the 4th Battalion, 23d Hngrs, 
he said, and the burning ceased a short time afterwards, 
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“The only apparent explanation for burning this prop- 
erty,” declared Malcolm, “was that the salvage officer 
did not care to sort the equipment.” 

It was announced that the whole committee will meet 
on June 23 at 10:30 a.m. to hear Brig. Gen. Herbert 
M. Lord and other Army officers who will present infor- 
mation asked of the Secretary of War by tne committee.

Corps during the period mentioned is entitled to one of 
these certificates, whether commissioned, warranted or 
enlisted, and whether in the Regulars or Marine Corps 
Reserve. They are issued also to the female Reservists, 
popularly known as “Marinettes.” 

Those who are hereafter discharged (or in the case 
of Reservists who are disenrolled or placed on the inac- 
tive status) will receive a War Service Certificate with 
their discharges. Those who have heretofore been dis- 
charged and who are entitled to the certificate will re- 
ceive the certificates as soon as they can be. prepared. 
It will not be necessary in any case for anyone to make 
application for this certificate. Such application would 
only delay the issuance of the certificate by adding to 
the work of the Marine Corps Headquarters.

Report on Week's Recruiting for the Navy. 

For the week ended June 12 the Mavy recruiting “bu- 
reau, in charge of Comdr. Emory Winship, U.S.N., re- 
ports a total of 1,028 first enlistments and 45 re-enlis® 
ments, 1,073 for the week, a less of 28 as compared with 
the week ended June 5. The Eastern Division contin- 
ues its lead with 574, and Boston for the first time has 
beaten New York, the cities showing 89 and 88 recruits 
Tespectively. The Central Division reported 225, South- 
ern Division 210 and Western Division 64 for the week. 


Warships at New York. 

Bight battleships arrived at New York, June 19, and 
dropped anchor in the Hudson river to remain several 
weeks. They were the Pennsylvania, Capt. L. M. Nul- 
ton (flagship of Admiral Mayo); Wyoming, Capt. H. 
H. Christy ; North Dakota, Capt. Thomas J. Senn; Del- 
aware, Capt. C. F. Preston; Utah, Capt. H. H. Hough; 
New York, Capt. W. V. Pratt; Arkansas, Capt. L. R. 
de Steigner, and the Texas, Capt. N. C. Twining. A 
fleet of destroyers, supply ships and the aircraft supply 
ship Shawmut, totaling eighty-nine vessels, will assem- 
ble before July 4. More than twelve thousand men will 
be granted shore-leave. The battleships are anchored 
off the following stréets: North Dakota and the Dela- 
ware, in the vicinity of 79th street landing; the Utah, 
New York, Pennsylvania and Arkansas, in the vicinity 
of 96th street landing. Then follow the Wyoming and 
Texas, which also use the 96th street landing, although 
they are off 120th street. Visitors will be permitted to 
board the vessels from three to five o’clock on week- 
days and from one to five o’clock on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

Fine Record of U.S.S. Chew. 


The U.S. destroyer Chew, which left Constantinople, 
Turkey, May 29, and proceeded across the sea of Mar- 
mora and down the Dardanelles, went along at the fast 
clip of twenty-five knots. When clear of the Aegean, the 
Chew was speeded up to thirty knots, which speed she 
maintained for thirteen hours through a heavy head 
sea, arriving at Malta at 5:30 p.m., May 21. This is 
said to be the quickest time ever made between Con- 
stantinople and Malta, a distance of 900 miles. The 
Chew’s engines stood the test perfectly. Between April 
28 and June 5 the Chew steamed over 10,000 miles, he- 
ing in port not over two days at a time during this en- 
tire period, and she was in as good condition upon the 
termination of her cruise, at New York on June 5, as 
when she started. The Chew is commanded by Comdr. 
J. H. ein, jr., U:S.N. Her other officers are Lieut. 
C. C. Vickrey, executive officer; Lieut. (j.g.) T. G. W. 
Settle, Engineer officer; Lieut. F. 
officer; Lieut. H. F. Fultz, torpedo officer; Lieut. (j.g.) 
J. W. Ryan; Machinist O’Brien, assistant Engineer 
officer. 

Conviction in Graft Charge. 


Chief Btsn. Mate Frederick L. Jones, U.S.N.B.F., 
one of eight persons in the force arrested at New York 
in connection with charges of graft in obtaining dis- 
charges and easy berths for men in the 3d Naval Dis- 
trict during the war, has been sentenced to one year’s 
imprisonment and reduction to the rating of a seaman 
and dishonorable discharge. The proceedings in the 
case were announced by the Navy Department on June 
14. Jones was convicted with conspiring with Chief 
Btsn. Mate Lloyd C. Casey to accept $300 for obtaining 
a discharge for a seaman, and the court sentenced him 
to five years’ imprisonment. The sentence was reduced, 
however, because of Jones’s service in the Spanish- 
American war and his previous good conduct during the 
great war.

U.S.N.R.F. OFFICER FOUND GUILTY. 


Ensign Paul Beck, U.S.N.R.F., was brought before a 
G.C.M. at the New York Navy Yard on June 7 charged 
with having received money from recruits in the Navy 
with the promise that they would be given easy berths 
and perhaps later promotion. Dr. Benjamin S. Davis, 
who while a Naval Reserve surgeon, it was charged, re- 
ceived about $10,000 from a number of recruits, and 
who with Chief Btsn. Lloyd G. Casey was found guilty 
by earlier court-martial, was an associate of Beck and 
is now in a naval 1 serving a sentence of three 
years. Commodore M. L. Wood, U.S.N., retired, was 
president of the court, and Major J. J. Muir, U.S.M.C., 
retired, judge advocate. 

Before entering the Naval Reserve Force Beck was a 
lawyer with offices in New York city. He went into the 
Service as a yeoman, but his ene and intelli ob- 
tained a commission. Several witnesses ied they 
had paid money to Beck and given him gifts. Irving 
Price, recently discharged from the Service, swore that 
after having been rejected three times by Navy recruit- 
ing officers he had given Beck $100 to arrange ae 
him into the Navy, which he succeeded in doing. Val- 
ter Douglas testified he had given Beck and his friends 
expensive dinners at restaurants, Beck promising to 
get him passed by Navy surgeons. Moe Rosenberg swore 
he had paid Beck $100 to arrange to have him assigned 
to an easy detail in the Naval Reserve. Harry Berko- 
witz testified he gave Beck and his friends dinners cost- 
ing $55 and was enlisted after ha been drawn in the 
draft. He was given an easy also. Other wit- 
nesses testified to like effect. On June 10 Beck pleaded 
guilty. The court agreed upon a sentence the same day. 
The papers in the case were sent to the Judge Advocate 
of the Navy. 

The names of Lieuts. B. J. Ellert and A. S. Leavitt 
aud Chief Yeoman Charles H. Rowan, U.S.N.R.F., 
were given by witnesses as officers to whom they were 
introduced by Ensign Beck at the various dinners ons. 
Lieutenant Ellert is now a prisoner on the U.S.S. 
Granite State, awaiting trial on a charge of having re- 
ceived presents totaling $20,000 from men who went into 
the Naval Reserve and who were given soft billets. Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate Casey pleaded guilty two weeks ago 
to having received $2,400 for keeping Sydney Irwin and 
Philip Hymes in shore berths at the Bensonhurst, N.Y., 
naval station.

MARINE CORPS GRADUATION AT QUANTICO. 


Graduation exercises of the class of 232 non-commis- 
sioned officers and enlisted men of the U.S. Marine 
Corps and Marine Corps Reserve were held at the 
Marine Officers’ School at Quantico, Va., on June 16, at 
the close of the third officer-candidates training camp 
there. A large party from Washington and also many 
relatives and friends of members of the class+were pres- 
ent at the exercises, which were held at 10:45 a.m. in 
the auditorium. Addresses were delivered by Major 
Gen. Commandant George Barnett, Brig. Gen. John T. 
Myers, post commander, and Major Sidney 8, Lee, in 
charge of the school. The commissions were delivered 
by General Barnett, Major Gen. Littleton W. T. Wal- 
ler, commanding the advanced base-force at Philadel- 
phia, was also present. 

The class graduated after the longest and hardest 
course set for any of the three classes graduated since 
the war. It entered with 400 members,-.of whom 232 
receive their commissions’ as second lieutenants in the 
Marine Corps Reserve. Those who desire active ser- 
vice will be placed on active duty and the others will be 
given inactive status as Reserve officers. Those accept- 
ing active duty will be eligible to compete for perma- 
nent appointments in the Marine Corps if any vacancies 
are available after Congress has decided upon the num- 
ber of officers and men for the corps. It is not contem- 
plated to conduct another class at the Quantico school 
for some time, perhaps not until 1920.

ADDRESSES BY GENERAL TILLMAN. 


Brig. Gen. Samuel E. Tillman, U.S.A., Superintendent ef 
the U.S. Military Academy, in his address at the commence- 
ment exercises on June 11 said: 

‘*Gentlemen of the departing class (of 1921) and of the 
Corps of Cadets, the conditions under which we are assembled 
to-day are without precedent in the history of our institution. 
Not since the Academy took definite shape over 100 years ago 
has the Corps of Cadets consisted of men not yet one year at 
the Academy; nor in the same time has there ever been a 
presentation of diplomas to commissioned officers. The sug- 
gestion a few years ago of a cadet corps, with the first cap- 
tain, the adjutant and all the officers from the ‘plebe’ class, 
would have been deemed the talk of a dreamer and that a 
‘yearling’ class should constitute the departing graduates 
would have seemed equally improbable. 


West Point During the War. 


‘*West Point has certainly not escaped the dislocation ef- 
fects of the war—this dislocation has been so remarkable that 
a brief summary is here permissible: In the year of 1917 two 
classes left the Academy, one in April and one in August; 
the former had a little less than the usual four years and the 
latter a little more than three years. In 1918 three classes 
left the Academy, the one in June with just three years— 
then two on Nov. 1, the 2d and 3d; the 2d with a little over 
two years and the 3d with a little over one. This left the 
corps organization Noy. 2 in the hands of the plebe class, 
young men less than five months in the Academy; even during 
this limited stay they had had the advantage of association 
with and example of cadets who had been only one and two 
years at the Academy; they had not seen nor known the dig- 
nified 1st Olass of other days. The abnormal situation was 
further increased by the introduction during November of an 
additional 4th Class of about 300 and finally on Dec. 1 the 
8d Class, which had gone out on Nov. 1, came back as com- 
missioned officers. Graduates and others who arc familiar 
with the internal mechanism of the institution will realize the 
added difficulty of its operation under such conditions. It was 
not to be expected that the body of cadets thus left, with very 
limited experience and without experienced associates, should 
be the same as when composed ets of over three, twe 
and one years’ experience. 

‘I do not propose to dwell upon the difficulties and dis- 
advantages. My only purpose is publicly to testify to the 
admirable and willing effort and —_— with which the young 
Oorps of Cadets have: struggled to meet the responsibilities 
suddenly placed upon them and their desire to learn, maintain 
and live up to the traditions of the corps. The conduct of the 
student officers in ‘their ‘abnormal situation has been equally 
creditable to them; they as a whole have shown the true 
soldierly spirit of disci willing respect for authority. The 
attitude and conduct of botli student officers and cadets have 
been most commendable and the results thereof all that could 
be reasonably expected. It is only just to state that the 
results are largely due to’ the fact that the Commandant of 
Cadets, Colonel Bugge, has carried the principle of frequently 
personally advising and counseling cadets, instructing them as 
to customs, traditions and regulations very much further than 
ever before practiced at the Academy. He has tried to have

Article XX. of The Hague conventions provides that ‘‘after 
the conclusion of peace, the repatriation of prisoners of war 
shall be carried out as quickly as possible.’’ 

R. A. asks: Does the following service in U.S.M.C. count as 
double time? Served on the U.S.S. Concord in the Philippine 
Island zone from February, 1899, to June, 1901. Answer: No; 
see A.R. 134, under which both marines and soldiers are re- 


W. J. asks: Are there any vacancies in the Geographical 
Survey? What are the requirements and where should I 
make application? Answer: Ask the Civil Service Commissioner. 

C. A. G—Seven year men whose four years’ service was 
completed during the war and who were held in the Service on 
account of the emergency receive the pay of the next period, 
but they were not formally furloughed and recalled and id 
or entitled to receive travel pay. ‘These men are authorized to 
re-enlist, and they will for this purpose be discharged and 
receive $60 bonus and one month’s furlough. The Comptroller 
has ruled that they are not entitled to travel pay. The War 
Department has asked a reconsideration of this question, but 
so far there is no new ruling. 

F Z. Q.—When the President declares the war emergency 
over, Naval Reservists will be released from active duty.

MEMORIAL WINDOW AT FORT MONROE CHAPEL. 
Fort Monroe, Va., June 16, 1919 

The old chapel at Fort Monroe on June 14 was for the 
second time in its history the scene of impressive ceremonies 
in memory of Majer Gen. Robert Anderson, U.S.A. A beau- 
tiful memorial window was presented by Mrs. E. A. Lawton, 
daughter of the distinguished general. The subject of the 
window is the Church Militant, represented by a figure in 
silver armor holding a staff and banner surmounted by the 
cross, while above in the tracery is the coat of arms of the 
United States. At the base of the window is depicted a scene 
representing the ceremony at the reception of the remains of 
General Anderson upon arrival at Fort Monroe from Nice, 
France, when the body was transferred by the Navy into the 
keeping of the Army. 

General Anderson, son of a colonel in the Revolutionary 
War, and hero of various Indian Wars and the Mexican War 
of '47-48, in which he was severely wounded, was the com- 
manding officer of the defenses of Charleston Harbor at the 
otubreak of the war between the states. After having concen- 
trated his forces at Fort Sumter, which he considered the least 
vulnerable of the forts at Charleston Harbor, Colonel Anderson 
conducted the defense there throughout thirty-four hours of 
terrific and unrelenting bombardment. Not until the quarters 
were in flames, the gates to the magazine rendered useless by 
the intense heat, the magazines themselves endangered, and the 
food supply gone did he leave the fort. Marching out with 
colors flying, the band playing, .and a salute of fifty guns, he 
then embarked his small garrison on a waiting war vessel in 
the harbor. A few hours later the whole nation was electrified 
by General Anderson's famous report to the Secretary of War 
of this first battle of the Civil War! 

General Anderson was retired by his grateful government in 
1863 “for long and faithful service and wounds and disease 
contracted in line of duty.” Broken in health, he unsuccess- 
fully sought rest and recuperation in Nice, France, where on 
Oct. 26, 1871, his death took place. The U.S.S. Guerriere was 
designated by the Navy Department to bring his body to Fort 
Monroe, at which point it was disembarked Feb, 5, 1872. The 
remains were here received with full military honors by the 
garrison, minute guns being fired and all military duties being 
suspended for the day. With appropriate ceremony the body 
lay in state at the chapel until Feb. 10, at which time the 
entire garrison turned out to escort it from-the chapel to the 
wharf for final removal to West Point, where it was received 
by the cadet corps and officers. Here the remains were laid 





to rest among those scenes in which the General had spent 
many strenuous days. 

Last Saturday’s ceremony of presentation was honored by 
the presence of the General's three daughters. ‘The speech of 
presentation was made by Col. Meade Wiidrick ox behalf of 


Mrs. Lawton, who then unveiled the memorial window pre 
sented by her. The window was received by General Cham- 
berlaine, who accepted it with a dignified and graceful speech, 
referring to the illustrious and historic deeds of General An- 
derson. Mrs, Lawton was escorted by Major General Cronkhite, 
who represented the War Department at the function. The 
services were largely attended by the various organizations of 
the post and by the officers and their families.

The new $450,000 Navy hotel, situated on Fourth street and 
Burwell avenue at Park avenue, was completed this week and 
officially turned over to the Navy Department for operation.

Piotr TO Ros GOVERNMENT CHARGED. 

As a result of an investigation instituted about one 
month ago by the Ordnance Department, U.S.A., into 
an alleged plot at Detroit for the purpose of defrauding 
the Government of millions of dollars through the sale 
of munitions supplies, Capt. Soterios Nicholson, Ord. 
Dept., U.S.A., who has been on duty at Detroit; Grant 
Hugh Browne, said to be a millionaire sportsman and 
businessman; Fred C. Collins, vice consul of Greece 
and president of the Merchants’ Realty Co.; Bert Harris, 
a wealthy junk dealer of New York city; and a major 
in the Army, not named, who is said to be now on duty 
in France, were implicated, according to press dis- 
patches. Indictments were found against the men by 
the United States Grand Jury. All were arrested on 
June 5, with the exception of the major referred to. 
Bids were called for some time ago for the munitions 
supplies, valued at $30,000,000, which were to be sal- 
vaged. It is claimed that Browne approached Captain 
Nicholson with the suggestion that he, Collins and Har- 
ris would enable Nicholson to make a large amount of 
money if he would agree to a plot whereby bids would 
be submitted for the munitions with the understanding 
that Browne should bid highest and that his should 
be accepted. Nicholson is said to have agreed and to 
have received $5,000 for his assistance after bids had 
been opened late in May and that of Browne accepted. 
Collins, it is stated, was given $1,000 for the use of his 
name as one of the bidders. Nicholson was arrested at 
his hotel in Detroit and $3, was found in his pos- 
session. He was taken to Fort Wayne, Mich. It is re-. 
ported that he has confessed. Browne, Harris and Col- 
lins were arraigned in the United States Court on June 
9 and admitted to bail in $20,000 each. The connection 
of the Army major in France with the plot has not yet 
been revealed. It is said that Browne’s plan was to sell 
the munitions at a large profit to the militaristic group 
in Germany. It is reported that the Government is in- 
vestigating similar alleged plots in Chicago, Pittsburgh, 
Boston and elsewhere. 
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U.S.S. LeviaTHAN MAKES ReEcorp TRIP. 

The U.S.S. Leviathan, Capt. E. H. Durell, arrived 
at Hoboken, N.J., June 12 from Brest, France, and beat 
all her records for the round trip. She left the United 
States on May 27 for France, passing Ambrose Light 
at twenty-six minutes after six p.m. She reached Am- 
brose Light again on May 12 at three o’clock a.m., hav- 
ing made the round trip to Brest and back in fifteen 
days, eleven hours and thirty-four minutes. Her best 
previous record was fifteen days, nineteen hours and 
three minutes. On her latest trip to the United 
States the Leviathan surpassed her own record for car- 
rying passengers, bringing 14,300, or twenty-three more 
than on the previous trip. Besides sixty-two officers, 
2,209 crew, eight nurses and six supernumeraries, there 
were on board thirty-six Navy passengers, 11,282 sol- 
diers and fifty-one welfare workers. The passengers in- 
cluded Major Gen. James W. McAndrew, General Per- 
shing’s chief of staff, who came decorated with the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, the Croix de Guerre with two 
palms, the ribbon of Grand Commander of the Legion 
of Honor, the Order of Leopold, the ribbon of Grand 
Commander of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus, and of 
Knight Commander of St. Michael and St. George. Gen- 
eral McAndrew, who has been assigned to command the 
Army General Staff College, was accompanied by Col. 
James Gowen, who will go with him to the Staff Col- 
lege, and by Col. Sanford H. Wadhams, who was decor- 
ated with the Distinguished Service Cross, the Legion of 
Honor and the Order of Leopold. Brig. Gen. William 
R. Dashiell, of the Regular Army, in command of the 
11th Infantry Brigade headquarters, was in command 
of the troops on this trip. Among them were the 5lst, 
52d and 53d Infantry, all Regular Army units, and the 
18th Engineer Train. The Infantry units were the last 
of the 6th Division to quit France. 
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Seconp DivistoN BATTLE DECORATIONS. 

Battle decorations for nineteen actions in France 
were awarded the 2d Division of the Regular Army 
during thé war with Germany. An order of General 
Pershing of April 25, 1919, announces the award of the 
decorations for the colors of the division and gives the 
list of engagements it participated in, with the list of 
organizations taking part and entitled to decorations.
